The  General  Alumni  Society  was  charged  with  the  compilation  of  the 
University's  Record  in  the  Great  War.  It  had  already  completed  data  and 
memorabilia  of  the  part  her  sons  took  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  the  War 
of  1812,  the  Mexican  War,  the  Civil  War  and  the  Spanish  War. 

Since  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  in  1914,  we  have  used  every  means  in 
this  country  and  abroad  to  collect  full  and  accurate  records  of  our  men  who 
served.  This  work  is  of  course  not  yet  completed  and  we  appeal  for  assist- 
ance to  all  Alumni,  who  are  asked  to  send  us  information  and  photographs 
relating  to  civil  or  military  service. 

The  information  collected  has  been  printed  in  The  Alumni  Register 
since  1914  as  quickly  as  it  could  be  prepared.  To  publish  a  book  containing 
these  records  brought  up  to  date  would  be  a  large  and  expensive  task,  but 
we  have  thought  it  desirable  and  proper  at  this  time  to  collect  a  summary 
of  the  record,  an  account  of  those  particularly  distinguished  and  the  pictures 
of  those  who  gave  their  lives,  which  through  the  generosity  of  a  few  loyal 
Alumni  we  present  herewith  in  convenient  form. 

At  a  meeting  held  in  the  Columbia  University  Club  in  New  York  City 
on  the  8th  of  March,  1919  representatives  from  Harvard,  Yale,  Princeton, 
Columbia  and  Pennsylvania  met  to  discuss  the  standardization  of  their  War 
Records  in  the  hope  that  an  agreement  among  them  would  be  of  mutual 
benefit  and  perhaps  be  useful  to  other  institutions  as  well  as  to  the  historical 
students  of  the  future.  The  following  classifications  and  forms  were  ac- 
cordingly adopted: 

Army  and  Navy — U.  S.  and  Allies 

All  those  enlisted  or  commissioned  before  or  after  April  6,  1917 
(not  including  civilian  employees). 

Auxiliary  Service — Overseas 

1.  Volunteer  Ambulance  Drivers 

2.  American  Red  Cross 

3.  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  other  United  War  Workers 

4.  Relief  Commissions,  members  of  or  serving  with. 

5.  Special  Missions. 
Auxiliary  Service  at  Home: 

1.  Ununiformed  Federal  Service. 

2.  State  Service,  uniformed  and  ununiformed. 

3.  Local. 
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The  Roll  of  Honour 

Those  men  who  have  died  in  service. 

1.  Army  and  Navy. 

2.  Auxiliary  (Overseas)    and  those  giving  all  their  time  to 
active  Auxiliary  service  at  home. 

Of  the  S.  A.  T.  C,  the  University  may  properly  record: 

1.  Those  who  had  entered  and  were  known  to  intend  entering 
a  Class. 

2.  Those  who  were  already  students. 

3.  Those  who  continued  as  a  matter  of  their  discretion. 

Men  who  had  given  no  sign  of  entering  are  not  to  be  in- 
cluded. 

War  Service  should  come  after  the  man's  connection  with  the  University, 
not  preceding  it.    The  R.  O.  T.  C.  were  not  enlisted  or  Commissioned  men. 

A  uniform  list  of  military  and  civilian  abbreviations  was  also  agreed 
upon.  Those  attending  were  Mr.  Mead  of  Harvard,  Mr.  Crawford  of  Yale, 
Mr.  Collins  of  Princeton,  Mr.  Tyson  of  Columbia  and  Mr.  Lippincott  of 
Pennsylvania.

DIED  IN  THE  SERVICE 

Sergeant  Edwin  McMaster  Stanton  '00  L.,  served  with  Company  I,  of  the 
6ist  Infantry  and  was  killed  in  action  in  the  Argonne-Meuse  Offensive, 
October  14th,  1918.  He  was  a  grandson  of  Edwin  M.  Stanton,  the  dis- 
tinguished Secretary  of  War  in  the  cabinet  of  President  Lincoln.  Since 
his  graduation  from  the  University  he  had  lived  in  Alaska,  but  enlisted 
at  once  upon  the  outbreak  of  the  War.  In  order  to  get  to  the  front 
quickly  he  enlisted  as  a  Private  although  42  years  of  age.  He  was  about 
to  go  to  an  Officers'  Training  School  in  France  to  receive  his  commission 
when  he  was  killed.  He  saw  much  fighting  at  St.  Mihiel,  in  the  Vosges 
and  in  the  Argonne-Meuse  offensive. 
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Joseph  Francis  Drury,  '17,  of  East  Lynn,  Mass.,  serving  in  the  Depot  Quar- 
termaster's Department  at  Washington,  D.  C,  died  from  pneumonia 
October  5th,  1918. 

Chauncy  Tyler  Young,  '19,  Acting  Sergeant  of  the  Headquarters  Company, 
iioth  Infantry,  died  while  on  his  way  to  receive  his  commission  as  2nd 
Lieutenant,  September  i8th,  1918.  His  home  was  in  Rochester,  New 
York. 

Henry  Guernsey  Robinson,  Jr.,  '18  D.,  of  Chester,  Penna.,  Company  B,  ist 
Regiment,  U.  S.  Engineers,  was  killed  in  action  at  Soissons,  France,  July 
20th,  1917. 

Captain  Horace  Morgan  Baker,  '08  V.,  of  Leicester,  England,  died  April  nth, 
1916,  at  Marseilles,  France,  from  pneumonia  contracted  while  on  active 
service  in  the  Australian  Veterinary  Corps,  ist  Field  Artillery  Brigade 
of  the  Australian  Imperial  Force. 

Andrew  Smith  Wellington,  '18,  was  killed  in  action  July  25th,  1918,  at  Tru- 
guy  Woods,  just  outside  of  Chateau  Thierry.  He  was  serving  in  Com- 
pany C,  loist  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  a  unit  of  the  25th  or  "Yankee" 
Division.  He  took  part  in  all  the  battles  in  which  his  battalion  was 
engaged  up  to  the  time  of  his  death. 

Alfred  Yerkes  Hendricks,  '11  Ev.,  of  Company  H,  145th  Regiment,  37th  Di- 
vision, was  killed  on  October  2nd,  1918,  during  the  Argonne-Meuse 
offensive.  He  was  serving  as  scout  for  the  Battalion  Commander  at  the 
time  he  was  killed. 

Lt.  John  Lewis  Howell,  '08,  of  Morrisville,  Pa.,  died  of  pneumonia  March 
15th,  1919.  He  was  on  detached  service  from  Company  D  of  the  520th 
Engineers  as  Assistant  Engineer  at  Camp  Mencon,  France. 

Joseph  Rusling  Whitaker,  '14,  died  November  ist,  1918.  He  applied  for 
service  in  the  Naval  Reserve  but  changed  to  Aviation,  where  he  was 
rejected  for  a  slight  defect  in  hearing.  He  then  took  up  construction 
for  the  government  and  was  made  Engineer  in  charge  at  the  Bethlehem 
Loading  Company,  Mays  Landing,  New  Jersey,  U.  S.  Ordnance  Dept. 

Charles  G.  Strong,  '19,  died  October  loth,  1918,  from  influenza  and  penu- 
monia  just  as  he  was  about  to  sail  for  France  in  the  Red  Cross  service 
of  the  U.  S.  Army. 

Lt.  Gail  Hamilton  Alexander  ('17  M.),  of  Danville,  Virginia,  formerly  a 
student  of  the  Medical  Department,  and  an  officer  of  the  47th  Infantry, 
was  killed  in  action  on  August  10,  1918. 

Reginald  Black  ('07)  (D.D.S.)  enlisted  in  1914  in  the  Sixth  Light  Horse 
Regiment  of  the  Australian  Imperial  Forces  "to  serve  his  King  and  Coun- 
try." He  fell  mortally  wounded  near  Beersheba,  Palestine,  on  the  17th 
of  August,  1917.  He  served  7  months  in  Gallipoli,  won  his  commission 
of  Lieutenant  on  the  field ;  was  chosen  as  one  of  the  picked  Rearguards 
at  the  evacuation  of  Gallipoli,  and  afterwards  served  in  Egypt,  Sinai 
Desert  and  Palestine.  Lt.  Black  was  mentioned  in  despatches  three 
times  and  recommended  for  gallant  service.  The  Military  Cross  was 
conferred  upon  him  on  the  day  of  his  death. 

Lt.  Richard  Stockton  Bullitt  ('18)  was  killed  in  action  in  France,  July  19, 
1918.  He  was  the  son  of  Logan  M.  Bullitt,  of  the  class  of  '83,  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  was  22  years  old.    He  won  his  commission  at  Camp  Han- 
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cock,  Georgia,  where  he  went  as  a  member  of  the  First  City  Troop  and 
was  assigned  to  Company  K,  of  the  noth  Infantry.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Zeta  Psi  Fraternity,  and  a  descendant  of  a  long  line  of  soldiers 
and  distinguished  Philadelphians. 

Lieutenant  Richard  Foulke  Day  ('15),  of  the  United  States  Air  Service,  died 
suddenly  at  Clermont-Serrand,  France,  September  25,  1918. 

Lt.  William  L.  Deetjen  ('17),  of  Overbrook,  Pa.,  was  killed  by  the  fall  of 
his  airplane  from  a  height  of  more  than  10,000  feet.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Royal  Air  Force,  104th  Squadron,  and  the  pilot  of  a  British  bomb- 
ing plane.  Although  a  member  of  the  Aviation  Section  of  the  Signal 
Officers'  Reserve  Corps  in  the  American  Army,  he  had  been  transferred 
to  a  British  Squadron.  He  has  been  officially  reported  missing  in  the 
report  of  the  British  Officer  commanding  the  squadron,  who  stated  that 
on  June  30th  in  a  raid  on  towns  along  the  Rhine,  Lt.  Deetjen's  plane  was 
hit  and  seen  to  fall  in  flames  from  a  height  of  10,000  feet  into  the  enemy's 
lines.  As  the  machine  seemed  to  be  under  control,  however,  there  is  a 
chance  that  he  was  merely  taken  prisoner.  He  was  24  years  old,  and  a 
Lieutenant  in  the  old  3rd  Regiment,  N.  G.  P.  He  attended  the  Training 
Camp  at  Plattsburg  and  the  course  in  aviation  at  the  Massachusetts  In- 
stitue  of  Technology.    He  received  his  commission  March  25,  1918. 

Lt.  Thomas  Brown  Wrentham  Fales  ('05)  was  killed  in  action  in  France  in 
the  charge  of  Company  M,  of  the  109th  Infantry,  on  July  30,  1918.  He 
was  second  in  command  of  the  Company,  which  was  led  by  his  chum, 
Lt.  Goward,  and  was  shot  once  through  the  lungs  and  five  times  through 
the  abdomen.  He  was  32  years  old  and  well  known  as  a  cricket  and 
soccer  player. 

Lieutenant  James  Francis  Feely  ('09)  (D.D.S.),  U.  S.  N.,  died  at  Newport, 
R.  I.,  September  26,  1918. 

Lt.  Thomas  M.  Golden  ('16  Ev.),  of  the  i6th  Infantry,  was  killed  in  action  in 
France  May  31,  1918.  He  received  his  commission  because  of  distin- 
guished services  on  the  Mexican  Border,  and  had  been  recommended  for 
captaincy  when  he  was  killed. 

Lt.  Edward  Benjamin  Goward  ('16)  was  killed  in  action  in  France  at  the 
head  of  Company  M,  of  the  109th  Infantry  (formerly  the  First  Pennsyl- 
vania, of  Philadelphia,)  on  July  30,  1918.  He  was  hit  once  in  each 
shoulder  and  a  couple  of  times  in  the  stomach  and  was  considered  one  of 
the  bravest  men  in  the  Regiment  and  was  much  beloved  by  his  men.  He 
was  24  years  old  and  had  won  honors  in  both  school  and  college 

Lt.  John  Ralston  Graham  ('15)  was  killed  in  action  in  France  July  18, 
1918.  Lt.  Graham  was  a  Civil  Engineer  and  had  been  engaged  in  the 
construction  of  the  Panama  Canal.  He  won  the  French  War  Cross  in 
the  first  battle  of  Verdun  as  a  member  of  the  first  American  Ambulance 
Corps  to  reach  France.  He  drove  his  machine  through  a  hail  of  shrap- 
nel and  bursting  shells  to  rescue  women  and  children  at  Bar-Le-Duc. 

Lt.  Henry  Howard  Houston,  2nd,  ('i6)  was  killed  in  action  in  France,  August 
1918.  Lt.  Houston  was  a  member  of  the  class  of  1919  of  the  Law  School 
and  left  the  University  for  duty  on  the  Mexican  Border.  This  finished 
he  went  to  France  with  an  Ambulance  Unit  and  when  the  United  States 
entered  the  war,  again  enlisted  in  the  Artillery.    He  received  a  commis- 
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sion  at  Camp  Hancock  and  was  sent  to  the  Aviation  Training  Station  of 
Oklahoma.  He  went  to  France  in  April  and  was  on  the  staff  of  Brig- 
Gen.  William  C.  Price,  of  the  28th  Division.  He  was  a  grandson  of 
Henry  Howard  Houston  and  the  last  male  descendant  of  his  family. 
Houston  Hall  is  named  for  his  uncle,  and  his  father  is  Samuel  F.  Hous- 
ton, '87,  a  trustee  of  the  University,  and  former  president  of  the  General 
Alumni  Society. 

Lieutenant  Joseph  Edwin  Hoopes  ('17)  won  a  Second  Lieutenancy  in  Battery 
E,  of  the  i2th  Field  Artillery,  at  the  Officers  Training  Camp,  Ft.  Niagara. 
He  was  sent  to  France  and  killed  July  28,  1918. 

Arthur  William  Laflamme  ('12)  (LL.B.  1915),  of  Manchester,  N.  H.,  died 
of  pneumonia  in  Boston  on  September  25,  1918.  He  was  an  aviator  of 
the  Naval  Reserve  Force,  having  been  trained  at  the  Massachusetts  In- 
stitute of  Technology,  where  he  was  rated  as  "Chief." 

Lieutenant  John  Lawrence  Layton  ('16)  (LL.B.  1917),  an  aviator  in  the  French 
Escadrille  No.  77,  was  killed  in  action  July  18,  1918.  He  was  mortally 
wounded  in  the  air  and  his  plane  fell  behind  the  German  lines. 

Lieutenant  Thomas  Massey,  Jr.,  {'19)  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Troop  D,  loist 
Cavalry,  Camp  Hancock,  Georgia.  He  won  a  Second  Lieutenancy  and 
was  sent  to  France,  where  he  was  killed  in  action  July  30,  1918. 

Capt.  Howard  Clifton  McCall  ('13)  was  killed  in  action  July  20,  1918,  while 
leading  his  men.  While  at  the  University,  Captain  McCall  was  a  mem- 
ber of  both  the  baseball  and  football  teams.  He  was  also  a  member  of 
the  Mask  and  Wig  Club,  Sphinx  Senior  Society  and  Zeta  Psi  Fraternity. 
He  was  27  years  old. 

Captain  Rufus  Ford  Montgall  ('10)  was  killed  in  action  in  France  May  30, 
1918. 

Sgt.  Thomas  Roberts  Reath  ('19)  was  killed  in  action  in  France  on  June  12, 
1918.  Reath  was  one  of  the  famous  "fighting  five"  undergraduates,  all 
class  friends,  who  enlisted  in  the  43rd  Company,  Fifth  Regiment,  U.  8. 
Marines,  with  H.  L.  Geyelin,  Jr.,  Sidney  Thayer,  Jr.,  Sidney  Gest  and 
Percy  Glendinning.  They  prepared  to  enter  the  Officers  Training  Camp 
of  Marines  at  the  Philadelphia  Navy  Yard,  but  finding  that  the  crack 
5th  Regiment  was  about  to  go  overseas,  they  abandoned  rank  for  the  op- 
portunity of  immediate  service. 

Lieutenant  Albert  Charles  Roberts  ('09),  U.  S.  N.,  of  Philadelphia,  died  in 
the  Jeffrey-Hale  Hospital,  Quebec,  Canada,  September  18,  1918,  while  on 
his  way  overseas.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Naval  Academy  and  during 
1912  and  '13  he  served  in  the  Turkish  Patrol  and  was  sent  to  the  Asiatic 
Station  in  August,  1914,  where  he  remained  until  last  May.  His  last 
command  was  the  gunboat  Monocacy. 

Lieutenant  Edward  Glenn  Royce  ('08),  of  Philadelphia,  died  of  pneumonia 
in  France  September  15,  1918.  He  had  just  been  appointed  instructor  in 
gassing  of  a  battalion  of  1,000  men.  Lieutenant  Royce  won  his  commis- 
sion at  the  first  Officers'  Training  Camp. 

Lt.  Harry  Shelmire  Ross  ('18)  enlisted  in  the  Ambulance  Corps  at  Allen- 
town  upon  its  organization  in  1917.  He  was  a  half-back  of  the  football 
team,  the  stroke  of  the  crew,  and  a  member  of  Psi  Epsilon  Fraternity. 
Not  long  ago  he  was  transferred  and  given  a  2nd  Lieutenant's  commis- 
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sion  in  the  Aviation  Section.  He  was  ivilled  in  an  accident  at  Wichita 
Fails,  Texas,  on  July  nth,  1918. 
Lt.  Col.  Mortimer  Sanderson  ('09  D.),  Dental  Corps,  U.S.A.,  died  at  Camp 
Cody,  New  Mexico,  July  30,  1918.  He  saw  service  in  the  Philippines 
and  was  on  the  Mexican  Border  during  the  mobilization  of  the  troops 
there. 

Lt.  Ivar  E.  Tinnerholm  ('19)  was  killed  July  22,  1918,  in  an  airplane  acci- 
dent near  Ft.  Worth,  Texas.  He  was  22  years  old  and  lived  in  Schenec- 
tady, New  York. 

Lt.  David  Mays  Vogt  ('03  M.),  M.  R.  C,  of  Newmanstown,  Pa.,  died  at  the 
Overbrook  Hospital,  Summit,  N.  J.,  May  30,  1918,  from  injuries  received 
in  an  automobile  accident  near  Millburn,  N.  J.  He  was  stationed  at  the 
Picatinny  Arsenal,  Dover,  Delaware,  and  was  32  years  old. 

Lieutenant  Robert  B.  Woodbury  ('12)  (LL.B.),  of  Company  A,  iiith  Infantry, 
died  from  wounds  on  August  12,  1918,  at  Crezancy. 

Lt.  Lyster  Luke  Brennan,  '16  L.,  of  Squadron  99,  Royal  Air  Force,  who  en- 
listed in  Toronto,  was  killed  in  action  February  24th,  1918.  His  home 
was  in  Minneapolis,  Minn. 

Captain  Howard  Kennedy  Hill,  '99,  M.D.  '03,  died  at  the  Presbyterian  Hos- 
pital, Philadelphia,  September  nth,  1919,  of  an  acute  heart  infection 
brought  on  while  attending  American  soldiers  with  the  influenza  in 
France.  He  was  taken  ill  on  November  loth,  1918,  while  Chief  of  the 
Children's  Bureau  in  Lyon,  France,  for  the  American  Red  Cross.  His 
hospitals  had  been  stripped  of  children  and  soldiers  put  in  their  place. 
Howard  Hill's  devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  University,  intense  loyalty 
to  his  friends  and  unselfish  life  will  remain  in  the  memories  of  all  who 
knew  him.  For  many  years  he  was  Chairman  of  the  Track  Committee 
of  the  Athletic  Association  and  a  member  of  its  Board  of  Directors. 

Chief  Petty  Officer  Erie  Clarkson  Donally,  '20,  of  Tenafly,  N.  J.,  was 
drowned  near  Cardiff^,  Wales,  August  ist,  1919.  He  had  just  taken  one 
of  the  officers  of  the  U.  S.  S.  St.  Clair  ashore  and  while  returning  to  his 
ship  in  a  small  boat  he  fell  overboard  and  did  not  rise  to  the  surface. 
His  body  was  recovered  later. 

Capt.  John  Anderson  Johnston,  '93  M.,  died  in  the  Department  Hospital  at 
Manila,  P.  L,  August  ist,  1919,  from  complications  following  influenza. 

Lieutenant  Jesse  Warren  Guise,  '11,  of  Company  L,  nth  Infantry,  died  in 
the  Polyclinic  Hospital  in  New  York  on  March  2nd,  1919.  He  was  com- 
missioned at  Fort  Oglethorpe  last  February  and  went  overseas  in  the 
spring.  He  was  shot  through  the  chest  and  arm  in  September  and  his 
lungs  were  so  affected  as  to  cause  his  death,  directly  after  his  arrival  in 
New  York.    He  was  30  years  old  and  lived  at  Finley,  Ohio. 

Lieutenant  Clinton  Van  Pelt  Newbold,  '15,  of  the  26th  Infantry,  was  killed 
in  action  July  20,  1918,  near  Soissons  on  the  second  day  of  the  offensive, 
and  was  buried  near  Ploisy.  He  was  awarded  the  Distinguished  Serv- 
ice Cross  posthumously.  The  citation  reads:  "After  the  loss  of  many 
of  his  men  in  the  face  of  machine  gun  fire  near  Soissons,  France,  July 
19,  1918,  he  led  and  directed  his  command  to  successful  attack,  although 
he  himself  was  mortally  wounded."

Karl  Brooks  Crawford,  '19  M.,  a  member  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C,  died  of  influ- 
enza in  the  University  Hospital,  October  15th,  1918. 

Malcolm  McNaughton  Metcalf,  '20  M.,  a  member  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C,  was 
drowned  in  1918. 

Ricardo  Jorge  Hernandez,  '20  D.,  a  member  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C,  died  of  in- 
fluenza at  Philadelphia,  October  6th,  1918. 

Francis  Philip  Croke,  '19  D.,  a  member  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C,  died  of  influenza 
at  Philadelphia,  October  7th,  1918.  He  was  24  years  old  and  came  from 
Hull,  England. 

Edwin  Marcus  Smith,  '19  M.,  a  member  of  the  S.  A.  T.  C,  of  Valdosta,  Ga., 
and  a  graduate  of  the  Virginia  Military  Institute,  died  of  influenza  at 
St.  Joseph's  Hospital,  Philadelphia,  October  9th,  1918. 

Nelson  DeWitt  Willson,  '20,  U.  S.  N.  R.  F.,  died  March  30th,  1918,  at  the 
Naval  Training  Station,  Newport,  R.  I. 

Samuel  Harold  Boyd,  '10,  (M.D.  1913),  died  at  Camp  Merritt  from  heart 
disease  on  December  24th,  1918. 

Wilbur  Conrad  Kreamer,  '16  V.,  of  Jerseytown,  Pa.,  died  February  26th, 
1919.    He  was  a  member  of  the  307th  F.  A.,  American  E.  F. 

Corporal  Harold  Holcolmb  Kirk,  '17,  of  Wycombe,  Pa.,  of  the  304th  Engi- 
neers, died  from  influenza  on  October  iith,  1918  at  Bar  le  Due,  France. 
He  was  with  the  Headquarters  Company  in  a  special  topographic  unit 
of  20  men  and  had  the  duties  of  a  billeting  officer  on  account  of  his  abil- 
ity to  speak  French. 

Sergeant  Jacob  Zaun,  3rd,  '17,  died  in  France  of  pneumonia,  October  25th, 
1918.  He  was  25  years  old  and  lived  at  Mt.  Airy,  Philadelphia.  He 
was  a  member  of  Company  D,  29th  Engineers,  and  was  stationed  at  the 
Flash  and  Sound  Engineering  School  at  Langres,  where  he  had  been 
recommended  for  promotion  to  Master  Engineer,  being  considered  the 
best  electrician  there.  He  had  invented  a  sound  ranging  apparatus 
which  he  was  perfecting  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

William  Hoyle,  '18,  member  of  the  University  Ambulance  Unit,  died  in 
France  October  nth,  1918.    He  was  a  resident  of  Haddon  Heights,  N.  J. 

Lieutenant  Earle  Schuyler  Barker,  '13,  U.  S.  N.,  of  Philadelphia  died  Janu- 
ary i2th,  1919.    He  served  on  the  destroyer  Waters. 

Lt.  Louis  Robert  McGinnis,  '18,  of  the  Aviation  Section  of  the  Signal  Corps, 
died  at  Carlstron  Field,  Arcadia,  Florida,  August  i6th,  1918. 

Lt.  Harry  C.  Hill,  '19,  of  Pittston,  Penna.,  died  from  wounds  received  in 
action  August  20th,  1918,  while  serving  with  Company  A  of  the  103rd 
Engineers. 

Lt.  Ellis  L.  Weeter,  '19,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  was  gassed  in  the  Argonne, 
invalided  home  and  died  at  General  Hospital  No.  i,  New  York,  Novem- 
ber 22nd,  1918. 

Sergeant  Major  Leonard  Gibson  Dallas,  '99,  of  the  104th  Machine  Gun  Bat- 
talion, died  October  29th,  1918,  of  influenza  pneumonia  at  the  first  Aus- 
tralian General  Hospital,  Rouen,  France. 

Lt.  Henry  Joseph  Bowes,  '08,  U.  S.  N.  R.  F.,  in  command  of  the  S.  C.  209, 
went  down  with  his  ship  on  August  27th,  1918,  when  she  was  fired  on 
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and  sunk  by  United  States  Merchantmen.  He  had  previously  com- 
manded the  S.  P.  8i,  S.  P.  591  and  S.  C.  211.  His  home  was  in  Mer- 
chantville,  N.  J. 

Lt.  John  Galen  Skilling,  '15,  M.  C,  U.  S.  A.,  Surgeon  of  the  First  Battalion, 
26th  Infantry,  ist  Division,  American  Expeditionary  Forces,  was  killed 
in  action  at  Mouzon,  France,  November  6th,  1918. 

Leslie  Carter  Bemis,  '15,  of  Meridan,  Conn.,  served  in  the  29th  Engineers, 
A.  E.  F.,  died  in  France  on  March  21st,  1919  of  pneumonia.  He  had 
seen  much  service  in  the  Argonne  Forest  fighting  and  in  photographing 
the  enemies'  lines  from  observation  balloons.    He  was  27  years  old. 

William  Penistan  Tatem,  '17  Ev.,  of  Company  B,  33rd  Engineers,  died  of 
pneumonia  at  Camp  Devens,  Mass.,  March  30th,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Raymond  Moore,  Jr.,  '19,  of  Peekskill,  New  York,  who  was  a 
member  of  the  46th  Squadron  Royal  Air  Service  Force,  was  killed  in 
action  August  12th,  1918.  Lt.  Moore  served  in  the  ist  Cavalry  Regi- 
ment, National  Guard  of  Pennsylvania  on  the  Mexican  Border  and 
upon  his  return  went  to  the  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Niagara  in  May, 
1917.  He  went  to  Toronto  and  enlisted  in  the  Royal  Air  Force,  which 
was  sailing  for  England.  After  flying  for  some  time  in  France  he 
became  a  ist  Lieutenant.    He  is  buried  near  Epinette. 

George  Neiman  Kemp,  '17  L.,  who  commanded  Company  H  of  the  109th 
Infantry,  was  wounded  in  the  Argonne  Forest,  September  28th,  1918  and 
died  on  September  30th,  1918. 

J.  Edgar  Burling,  '15,  of  Brooklyn,  New  York,  who  was  in  the  Navy,  died 
in  the  service  October  15th,  1918. 

Henry  Clement  Welker  ('06  M.),  Captain  M.  R.  C,  died  in  the  Walter  Reed 
Hospital,  Washington,  D.  C,  on  May  ist,  1918.  Dr.  Welker  was  for- 
merly a  Fellow  of  the  American  Medical  Association,  a  director  of  the 
roentgen-ray  laboratory  at  the  Episcopal  Hospital.  He  was  on  duty  with 
Base  Hospital  Unit  34,  of  the  Episcopal  Hospital  in  France,  where  he 
became  ill  and  was  brought  home. 

Arthur  Howell  Wilson  ('15  C),  Cadet  Officer  in  the  Aviation  Corps,  was 
killed  in  France  on  January  25th,  1918. 

Assistant  Surgeon  Hugh  David  Ward,  '14  M.,  of  Southport,  N.  C,  died 
February  i8th,  1919,  at  Spartanburg,  S.  C,  from  influenza.  Surgeon 
General  Rupert  Blue  in  his  report  says  "Assistant  Surgeon  Ward  vras 
one  of  our  most  brilliant  young  officers,  and  although  he  had  been  in  the 
Service  only  since  March,  ist,  1918,  he  had  demonstrated  his  abilits-  and 
the  Service  has  suffered  a  distinct  loss  by  his  death." 

Lt.  Joseph  Eldredge  Pierce,  '17,  of  Chester,  Pa.,  of  the  14th  Machine  Gun 
Battalion,  died  in  France,  April  23,  1919,  from  a  bullet  wound  in  the 
head.    He  enlisted  as  a  Private  in  July  and  rose  to  a  first  lieutenancy. 

Coxswain  Claire  Alden  Brady,  '19,  died  October  12th,  1918  at  the  U.  S. 
Naval  Station,  Great  Lakes,  111. 

Sergeant  William  S.  Jopson,  '15,  died  April  23rd,  1919  as  the  result  of  gas 
■  and  wounds  received  on  the  French  Front.  He  was  wounded  in  the 
thigh  while  going  over  the  top  on  July  17,  1918,  in  the  second  battle  of 
the  Marne.    He  was  in  Belgium  when  the  War  started  and  hastening 
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home  attended  the  training  camp  at  Plattsburgh,  served  on  the  Mexican 
border  and  sailed  for  France  early  in  1918. 

Lt.  Thomas  Thompson  Ferguson,  '19,  of  Bryn  Mawr,  Pa.,  who  enlisted  in 
the  13th  Calvary  in  1916,  served  with  General  Pershing  in  Mexico  and 
went  to  France  and  won  a  Commission  in  Battery  E  of  the  70th  Field 
Artillery,  died  of  pneumonia  at  Camp  Zachary  Taylor,  Louisville, 
Kentucky,  October  13th,  1918. 

William  Austin  Abbey  ('i2  T.),  Lieutenant  4th  Canadian  Mounted  Rifles, 
was  killed  at  Vimy  Ridge,  France,  April  10th,  1917.  He  elisted  in  the 
2nd  Pioneer  Battalion  and  sailed  from  Halifax  December  6th,  1915. 
He  was  wounded  at  Ypres,  April  23rd  and  returned  to  the  front  De- 
cember ist,  1916. 

John  Henry  Andres  ('11  M.),  Lieutenant  M.  R.  C,  died  at  El  Paso,  Texas, 
October  5,  1917. 

Clarence  Davis  Bradley  ('07  M.),  Captain  M.  R.  C,  a  Fellow  of  the  Amer- 
ican Medical  Association,  instructor  in  laryngology  in  Temple  Univer- 
sity and  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Samaritan  Hospital ;  regimental 
surgeon  of  the  Sixty-ninth  Infantry,  U.  S.  A.,  died  of  cerebro-spinal  men- 
ingitis at  Camp  Greene,  Charlotte,  N.  C,  on  February  i,  1918. 

Phinehas  Prouty  Chrystie  ('15  L.),  Captain  and  Commander  Battery  E,  312 
Field  Artillery,  U.  S.  N.  A.,  was  killed  at  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma,  on  Febru- 
ary 6,  1918,  by  the  accidental  explosion  of  a  shell  in  a  "French  155"  field 
gun  on  the  artillery  range. 

Frederick  David  Clair  ('15  M.),  Captain  M.  R.  C,  was  killed  in  action, 
France,  May  10,  1918. 

Hew  Dalrymple  ('14  D.),  Australians,  was  killed  in  action  in  France,  July 
2nd,  1916. 

George  Durfree  Deshon  (1893  M.),  Lt.  Col.,  Med.  Corps,  U.  S.  A.,  died  in 
Boston  June  22,  1917. 

Franklin  Archibald  Dick  ('04  C),  died  of  pneumonia  in  a  French  base  hos- 
pital, on  January  23,  1918.  Mr.  Dick  enlisted  in  October  1915  in  the 
American  Ambulance  Corps  in  Paris  and  saw  service  in  the  Champagne 
attack  in  November  of  that  year.  He  served  three  months  and  was  hon- 
ourably discharged.  He  returned  to  France  in  October  1917  and  enlisted 
as  a  private  in  Battery  C,  Fifth  Field  Artillery,  American  Expd.  Force. 

Eldred  Leslie  Eraser  ('13  D.)  was  killed  in  action  November  20,  1917,  near 
Ribecourt,  France.  He  served  with  the  8th  Battalion,  Tank  Corps, 
British  E.  F. 

Robert  Harold  Heath  ('10  D.)  was  killed  in  action  on  the  French  front,  Oc- 
tober, 1916.  He  joined  the  London  Regiment  in  May,  1916.  He  had 
been  House  Surgeon  at  the  Royal  Dental  Hospital,  Dental  Surgeon  to 
Marlborough  College  and  Honorary  Dental  Surgeon  to  Nottingham  Chil- 
dren's Hospital. 

Lieutenant  John  Jacob  Fisher,  ('12)  of  the  Aviation  Service,  was  killed  in 
France  while  making  a  landing  after  a  night  bombing  expedition.  He 
was  in  the  coal  business  before  the  war,  at  Punxsutawney,  Pennsylvania, 
and  won  a  great  reputation  for  settling  labor  disputes  through  the  con- 
fidence the  miners  had  in  him.    He  enlisted  in  June,  1917,  in  the  Ambu- 
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lance  Corps,  where  he  remained  until  August.  He  was  killed  October 
14th,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Isaac  Amandre  Chapman,  ('16)  died  of  pneumonia  October  17, 

1918  at  Aberdeen,  Maryland. 
Sergeant  Max  Fisher  Lehman,  ('12)  died  of  wounds  received  in  action  on 

November  28,  1918  while  serving  with  Company  G,  313th  Regiment, 

79th  Division. 

Lieutenant  Hilary  Baker  Rex,  ('16)  of  the  8th  Aero  Squadron,  was  shot 
down  on  September  12,  1918  during  the  American  drive  in  the  St.  Mihiel 
Salient.  He  died  of  wounds  in  a  German  hospital  at  Bruville  near  Metz, 
September  19,  1918.  He  was  the  son  of  Walter  E.  Rex,  '75,  of  Chestnut 
Hill,  Pennsylvania,  and  a  descendant  of  Hilary  Baker,  Mayor  of  Phila- 
delphia. 

Lieutenant  Lewis  Gouverneur  Smith,  U.  S.  N.,  ('14)  was  drowned  January  7, 
1919,  in  foreign  waters.  He  was  washed  off  the  deck  of  his  ship,  the 
torpedoed  destroyer  Yarnall,  when  that  vessel  fell  into  bad  waters  and 
high  seas  off  the  coast  of  Spain.  He  had  been  chasing  submarines  in 
the  danger  belt  for  more  than  a  year  on  the  destroyer  Roivan. 

Albert  Leonard  Sporkin  ('17  L.)  died  from  pneumonia  at  Hampton  Roads, 
Va.,  October  31,  1918. 

Forney  Linville  Parker  ('ii)  died  at  Camp  Meade,  Maryland,  March  16, 
1918.  He  was  a  Sergeant  in  Company  D,  316th  Infantry,  and  at  the 
time  of  his  death  was  studying  for  a  commission  in  the  Officers  Training 
School. 

Captain  Lawrence  Charles  Crockett  ('09  D.)  died  of  tuberculosis  contracted 
in  two  years  service  in  British  Army  at  Malta  Oct.,  1918. 

Frank  Dolan  ('14  Ev.),  of  Philadelphia,  died  October  2,  1918,  at  the  Officers 
Training  Camp,  Jacksonville,  Florida. 

Lt.  Warden  McLean  ('16  Ev.)  was  thrown  from  his  horse  near  the  Officers 
Training  Camp  at  Fort  Oglethorpe,  Ga.,  and  sustained  injuries  which 
caused  his  death  on  January  29,  1917. 

Raymond  Oscar  Ludwick  ('20),  of  Amsterdam,  New  York,  died  of  tubercu- 
losis October  4,  1918.  He  was  serving  in  the  Regimental  Post  Exchange, 
Co.  B,  58th  Infantry. 

Major  Lauren  S.  Eckels  ('06,  '09  M.)  died  of  disease,  1918. 

Milton  O.  Fox  ('20),  of  Baltimore,  Md.,  died  of  pneumonia  at  the  Officers' 
Training  Camp,  Plattsburgh,  N.  Y.,  June  30,  1918. 

Ensign  Merle  C.  Reed  ('17),  U.  S.  N.  R.  F.,  died  in  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  Decem- 
ber 26,  1918,  from  influenza  and  pneumonia. 

George  W.  Sassaman  ('19)  died  at  Camp  Merritt  October  ii,  1918,  of  in- 
fluenza. 

Corporal  Robert  H.  Pollock  ('19)  died  of  pneumonia  on  November  ist, 
1918.  He  was  in  the  Q.  M.  C.  Motor  Truck  Company  143  of  the  Sixth 
Division. 

Earnest  Frank  Hausser  ('17)  was  killed  in  action  November  3rd,  1918.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Sanitary  Division,  314th  Infantry. 

Allan  Irving  Huckins  ('09,  '12  L.)  died  at  New  York  while  serving  the  De- 
partment of  Justice  in  the  Bureau  of  Investigation,  October  20,  1918. 
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Sergeant  Paul  E.  Fleisher  ('17)  died  of  pneumonia  January  23rd,  1919,  at 
Embarkation  Hospital  No.  i,  Hoboken,  N.  J.,  having  contracted  the  dis- 
ease on  the  vessel  returning  him  from  active  duty  in  France.  He  served 
in  Ordnance  Corps  in  the  Advance  Zones  for  over  a  year  and  had  twice 
been  recommended  for  a  lieutenancy. 

Corporal  Abram  K.  Street  ('19  Ev.),  of  Company  D,  315th  Infantry,  79th 
Division,  A.  E.  P.,  Machine  Gun  Detachment,  was  killed  in  action  No- 
vember 4th,  1918. 

Alfred  Wanner  Satterthwaite  ('13),  of  Reading,  Pa.,  member  of  the  Ord- 
nance Department,  U.  S.  A.,  died  at  Reading  October  i8th,  1918. 

Major  Benjamin  Franklin  Pepper  ('01,  '03  L.)  died  of  wounds  received 
in  action  in  France,  September  26,  1918.  He  was  in  command  of  the 
2nd  Battalion,  313th  Infantry,  79th  Division.  Major  Pepper  was  a 
son  of  Dr.  William  Pepper,  a  former  Provost  of  the  University,  and  was 
a  direct  descendant  of  Benjamin  Franklin,  the  founder,  and  also  of  Com- 
modore Oliver  Hazard  Perry.  He  served  in  the  Spanish-American  War 
and  attended  the  First  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Plattsburgh  in  1915. 
He  was  39  years  old  and  received  his  preparatory  education  at  St.  Mark's 
School,  Massachusetts.  He  was  associated  in  the  practice  of  law  with 
his  cousin,  George  Wharton  Pepper,  '87.  He  was  married  to  Miss  Re- 
becca Willing  and  resided  at  Chestnut  Hill,  Philadelphia.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Philadelphia  Club  and  the  Philadelphia  Country  Club. 

Major  Alfred  Reginald  Allen  ('98  M.)  was  killed  in  action  in  France  Sep- 
tember 30,  1918,  while  serving  in  the  314th  Infantry.  Major  Allen  was 
born  in  East  Greenwich,  R.  I.,  May  26,  1876,  the  son  of  Rev.  George 
Pomeroy  Allen  and  Elizabeth  Marshall  Howe  Allen,  and  grandson  of 
Bishop  M.  A.  DeWolfe  Howe.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Medical 
School,  1898,  and  married  Miss  Helen  Warren  of  Philadelphia.  He  was 
recognized  as  an  expert  in  neurology  and  was  a  lecturer  in  neurological 
therapeutics  in  the  Medical  School  and  was  pathologist  for  the  Eastern 
Pennsylvania  State  Institution  for  the  Feeble  Minded  and  Epileptic.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  American  Neurological  Society  and  a  publicist  of 
note  in  his  chosen  field  of  research.  Major  Allen  was  beloved  by  a 
wide  circle  of  friends;  he  was  a  man  of  wide  culture  and  was  particu- 
larly interested  in  music  and  the  drama.  He  was  indeed,  a  musician  of 
note  and  the  founder  of  The  Savoy  Company,  the  celebrated  amateur 
organization  which  has  given  Gilbert  &  Sullivan's  operas  in  Philadel- 
phia since  1900.  He  had  a  magnetic  personality  and  that  he  fell  "in 
action,"  was  characteristic  of  the  man  and  as  he  would  have  had  it. 
To  give  his  services  as  a  surgeon  or  neurologist  was  not  enough  and  he 
won  his  commission  in  the  Infantry  after  being  at  Plattsburg  and  at  the 
Infantry  school  of  arms  at  Ft.  Sill.  While  at  Camp  Meade,  Major 
Allen  was  director  of  the  school  of  automatic  arms  and  became  director 
of  the  entire  Infantry  school  of  arms  there.  One  of  his  friends  has  well 
said:  "E'en  as  he  trod  that  day  to  God,  so  walked  he  from  his  birth, 
in  simpleness  and  gentleness  and  honor  and  clean  mirth."  "Earth  loses 
and  heaven  gains  a  gentleman." 
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Captain  William  F.  Guilfoyle,  Jr.,  ('05  M.)  died  September  2,  1918,  in  Fiance, 
having  been  gassed  on  July  28th.  He  was  a  member  of  the  nth  In- 
fantry and  had  seen  service  on  the  Mexican  Border. 

Lieutenant  Gilbert  Doolittle  ('06)  (C.E.  1915)  was  killed  in  action  in  France 
September  25,  1918.  Me  was  First  Lieutenant  of  Company  B,  303rd  Di- 
vision Engineers,  having  won  his  commission  in  a  training  camp  at 
Washington,  D.  C.  He  was  the  son  of  Dr.  Charles  L.  Doolittle,  professor 
of  astronomy  and  director  of  Flower  Observatory  of  the  University. 

Howard  Schell  Baker  ('08,  '10  L.)  died  at  the  Officers'  Training  School  at 
Camp  Taylor,  Louisville,  Kentucky,  October  18,  1918,  from  pneumonia. 
He  entered  the  service  with  the  4th  Pioneer  Regiment  and  graduated  to 
the  training  camp  for  officers  of  the  Field  Artillery. 

Clarence  Joseph  Devlin  ('11)  died  from  pneumonia  October  14,  1918,  at 
Pelham,  L.  L,  where  he  was  receiving  special  instruction  in  electrical 
and  steam  engineering.    He  was  28  years  old  and  enlisted  in  the  Navy. 

Lieutenant  Joseph  Faussett  Bellak  ('11  L.)  died  October  4,  1918,  in  Washing- 
ton, D.  C,  where  he  had  been  on  duty  in  the  office  of  the  Navy  Intelli- 
gence Bureau.  He  enlisted  before  the  draft  as  a  Yeoman,  U.  S.  N.,  and 
was  promoted  to  be  an  Ensign  and  a  Lieutenant. 

Lieutenant  Frederic  B.  Prichett  ('13)  died  from  wounds  received  in  action 
in  France  September  6,  1918.  He  was  27  years  old  and  attached  to  Bat- 
tery A,  109th  Field  Artillery,  28th  Division. 

Lieutenant  Emanuel  R.  Wilson  ('13)  died  from  pneumonia  on  October  10, 
1918,  at  Syracuse,  New  York.  He  was  a  2nd  Lieutenant  in  the  22nd  In- 
fantry. 

Lieutenant  Pennington  H.  Way  ('14)  was  killed  in  action  in  France  on  Sep- 
tember 12,  1918,  in  the  American  drive  in  the  St.  Mihiel  Sector.  He  was 
an  observer  in  the  aviation  service,  had  been  an  instructor,  and  was  with 
the  first  bombing  squadron  sent  to  the  front.  Captain  George  C.  Thom- 
as, '94,  Adjutant  of  the  96th  Aviation  Squadron,  reported  him  as  one  of 
the  two  best  observors  to  lead  formations  in  the  leading  plane.  He  had 
been  wounded,  had  pneumonia,  and  many  of  his  associates  had  been 
killed  beside  him.  In  one  of  his  letters  he  wrote:  "On  our  way  out  the 
Boche  tried  to  cut  us  off.  A  large  Fokker  triplane  came  up  directly  be- 
hind us  with  an  Albatross  on  either  side  of  him.  They  were  at  our  alti- 
tude, fortunately,  so  they  couldn't  peak  down  on  us.  Without  booms  we 
were  as  fast  as  they,  so  had  little  trouble  holding  our  own.  They  fired 
several  hundred  shots  after  us.  Bullets  ripped  between  our  wings.  The 
pilot  zigzagged,  so  I  gave  it  to  them  from  first  one  side  and  then  another. 
I  shot  seventy-five  rounds  before  we  crossed  the  line.  Unfortunately,  I 
did  not  get  them.  They  put  some  holes  in  us,  and  I  only  hope  we  did  as 
much  to  them.  At  this  point  our  propeller  went  'dead,'  and  we  had  to 
look  about  for  a  landing.  *  *  *  Lufberry  was  killed  just  over  the 
hill  from  us.  They  drop  off  each  day  but  we  are  getting  a  far  greater 
proportion  of  the  enemy.  I  am  well  but  am  not  bragging  too  much  as 
I  have  a  wild  devil  for  a  pilot.  We  will  either  get  all  the  decorations 
or  the  sod,  I  guess.  We  get  to  look  on  death  as  a  matter  of  course  and 
after  two  or  three  close  calls  you  almost  feel  as  though  you  were  living 
on  borrowed  time  or  as  each  breath  you  draw  being  that  much  velvet" 
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General  Petain  had  given  him  personal  presents  in  recognition  of  his 
services. 

Captain  Harry  Ingersoll  ('15  L.)  was  killed  September  27,  1918,  in  action 
in  France.  He  was  28  years  old  and  was  in  command  of  Company  H, 
313th  Infantry,  79th  Division,  5th  Army  Corps.  He  is  the  son  of  Charles 
E.  Ingersoll,  '82. 

William  E.  Robinson  ('17)  died  at  Saranac  Lake,  New  York,  from  tubercu- 
losis, September  19,  1918.  He  contracted  the  disease  through  his  eager- 
ness to  enter  the  United  States  Army  as  an  aviator.  Although  ill  with 
influenza  he  studied  hard  for  the  examinations  and  was  stricken  imme- 
diately afterwards.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Zeta  Psi  Fraternity  and 
played  tackle  on  the  1916  football  team. 

Arthur  T.  Eissing  ('18)  died  from  influenza  at  Camp  Dick,  Dallas,  Texas, 
October  12,  1918.  He  was  honor  man  of  his  class,  the  president  of  it, 
editor  of  the  Pennsyl'vanian  and  foremost  in  all  student  activities  during 
his  undergraduate  days.  He  was  in  the  Ground  section  of  the  Aviation 
Corps. 

Sergeant  Van  Horn  D.  Wolfe  ('13)  died  of  broncho-pneumonia  in  a  hospital 
at  Orleans,  France,  September  10,  1918.  He  was  a  member  of  the  foot- 
ball team  and  Varsity  crew,  and  had  been  recommended  for  a  commis- 
sion. He  was  dreadfully  burned  by  the  fumes  of  a  mustard  gas  shell 
which  burst  immediately  over  his  head. 

Captain  William  Bispham  Black  ('i6)  was  killed  in  action  in  France  on 
September  13th,  1918,  during  the  fighting  in  the  St.  Mihiel  salient.  He 
was  27  years  old,  a  Philadelphian,  and  won  a  commission  by  competi- 
tion in  the  Marines  in  1917.  He  had  been  recommended  for  promotion 
to  Major  shortly  before  he  was  killed.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Mask 
and  Wig  Club  and  Phi  Kappa  Psi. 

Ensign  James  Thomas  McLean  ('17  L.),  U.  S.  N.  R.  Flying  Corps,  died  of 
pneumonia  at  Essington,  Penna.,  October  5,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Carl  C.  Glanz  ('18 ),  of  Philadelphia,  died  at  Carlstrom  Field,  Ar- 
cadia, Florida,  from  pneumonia  on  October  3,  1918.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Varsity  Crew  of  the  University  and  won  his  commission  in  the 
Aviation  Corps  after  training  in  Princeton,  Texas  and  Tennessee.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Sphinx  Senior  Society,  Kappa  Sigma,  Sigma  Tau, 
Eta  Kappa  Nu  and  the  Whitney  Engineering  Society. 

Benjamin  Coulter  Disharoon  ('19)  died  at  Philadelphia,  October  9,  1918.  He 
enlisted  in  the  Navy  and  was  sent  to  the  Officers'  Training  School  at  the 
Wissahickon  Barracks,  Cape  May,  N.  J.  Returning  to  the  University  for 
his  degree,  he  was  stricken  with  influenza.  He  was  a  member  of  Phi 
Beta  Kappa  and  Alpha  Phi  Delta  and  an  assistant  instructor  in  botany. 

George  Herbert  Walsh  ('05),  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  American  Expeditionary 
Force,  died  of  pneumonia  on  the  i8th  of  October,  1918,  at  the  United 
States  Naval  Hospital,  Base  No.  6,  Queenstown,  Ireland.  He  was  very 
active  in  undergraduate  affairs  at  college,  and  has  since  been  engaged 
in  business  with  the  Alan  Wood  Iron  &  Steel  Company,  Widener  Build- 
ing, Philadelphia. 

Lieutenant  Emil  King,  M.C.,  ('93  M.)  was  killed  in  action  in  France  Septem- 
ber 12,  1918,  aged  51  years.    Flis  home  was  in  Fulda,  Minnesota. 
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Ensign  Jamard  Richard  Zeckwer  ('09),  U.  S.  N.  R.,  died  of  pneumonia  in 
Philadelphia,  October  15,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Samuel  Hazlehurst  ('12)  died  from  wounds  received  in  action  in 
France  on  September  28,  1918.  He  was  an  officer  in  Company  L,  iioth 
Infantry,  formerly  the  3rd  Pennsylvania,  and  was  highly  praised  for 
gallantry  in  action.    He  was  27  years  old. 

Lieutenant  Alfred  Brooks  Lister  ('15),  25  years  old,  died  of  wounds  received 
in  action  in  France  during  October,  1918.  He  was  an  architect  in  Phila- 
delphia at  the  outbreak  of  the  war  and  won  his  commission  at  Ft.  Niag- 
ara. He  went  overseas  in  July  with  the  iioth  Machine  Gun  Battalion 
of  the  79th  Division. 

Lieutenant  Maurice  Feger  Maxwell  ('10),  of  New  Hope,  Penna.,  an  aviator 
pilot  at  Park  Place  near  Houston,  Texas,  was  killed  on  October  31,  1918. 
He  was  29  years  old. 

Major  Frederick  Oswin  Waage  ('04  M.),  M.  R.  C,  died  at  Ft.  Bliss,  Texas, 
October  31,  1918.  He  had  been  on  duty  night  and  day  during  the  influ- 
enza epidemic  and  this  constant  exertion  with  loss  of  sleep,  affected  his 
health. 

Captain  David  Rupp,  3rd,  ('05)  of  Company  C,  313th  Infantry,  was  killed  in 
action  on  September  30,  1918,  at  Montfaucon,  France.  He  saw  service 
on  the  Mexican  Border  with  the  2nd  City  Troop  and  won  his  commission 
at  Ft.  Niagara. 

Lieutenant  Joseph  Chandler  Morris  Small  ('15),  U.  S.  N.,  died  of  pneumonia 
November  2,  1918.  He  enlisted  at  Niagara  Falls,  New  York,  in  1916 
and  rose  to  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Junior  Grade.  He  was  born  in  York, 
Penna.,  March  24,  1891. 

Ensign  Benjamin  Lee,  2nd,  ('17)  U.  S.  N.,  was  killed  while  on  war-flight 
duty  in  British  waters  on  October  28,  1918.  His  plane  crashed  into  the 
Humber  River  and  as  the  machine  struck  the  water  it  caught  fire  and 
burning  gasoline  spread  in  a  great  circle  around  him.  Heroic  attempts 
were  made  to  rescue  Lee,  and  his  companion  was  brought  to  safety.  En- 
sign Lee  had  two  narrow  escapes  from  death  during  his  ten  months  serv- 
ice abroad  and  had  been  commended  for  the  rescue  of  the  survivors  of  a 
British  seaplane  which  had  been  shot  down  at  sea.  He  was  noted  for  his 
skill,  daring  and  coolness,  and  was  the  only  pilot  who  looped  a  twin- 
motored  flying  boat,  which  he  successfully  accomplished  on  August  4, 
1918.  His  father  was  Leighton  Lee,  '87,  and  his  grandfather,  Benjamin 
Lee,  '52. 

Lieutenant  Nelson  Whiteman  Ferine  ('18)  was  killed  in  action  about  July  13, 
1918,  while  serving  with  the  Regimental  Headquarters  of  the  iioth  In- 
fantry. He  was  wounded,  and  while  being  removed  from  the  field,  a 
shell  burst  upon  them.  A  search  was  made  and  no  trace  of  his  body 
could  be  found. 

Captain  Clarence  Patten  Freeman  ('17  L.),  of  St.  Davids,  Pa.,  was  killed 
in  action  in  France,  September  30,  1918.  He  was  in  command  of  Com- 
pany M,  314th  Infantry,  having  won  his  commission  at  Ft.  Niagara. 

Henry  Frank  Singer  ('12)  was  killed  in  action  in  France,  September  29,  1918. 
He  was  the  son  of  Jacob  Singer,  '81  Law,  and  a  member  of  Company  I, 
146th  Infantry. 
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Lieutenant  James  Albeit  Bonsack,  Jr.,  ('19)  was  killed  in  action  in  France, 
September  29th,  1918.  He  went  to  Camp  Hancock  as  a  member  of  the 
First  City  Troop  of  Philadelphia  and  there  won  his  commission  in  Com- 
pany A,  109th  Infantry. 

Lieutenant  Raymond  Townsend  Turn  ('17),  of  the  315th  Infantry,  was  killed 
in  action  in  France  on  September  26,  1918,  in  the  sector  northwest  of 
Verdun.  He  was  leading  his  platoon  about  8  A.  M.,  in  an  advance  upon 
the  enemy  when  he  was  instantly  killed  by  the  explosion  of  a  grenade. 
He  won  his  commission  at  Ft.  Niagara  and  after  duty  at  Camp  Meade 
sailed  with  his  regiment  for  overseas  duty  early  in  July.  A  brother- 
officer  writes  of  him: — "I  loved  his  noble  ideals,  his  earnest  endeavors 
in  his  work,  and  above  all  his  being  a  man  in  the  true  sense  of  the  word 
which  to  me  means  so  much  in  this  life  of  uncertainty.  He  gave  his  life 
for  a  noble  cause,  gave  it  fearlessly  and  bravely  and  was  a  great  credit 
to  his  organization  and  the  American  Army."  Another: — "His  loss  is 
felt  by  all  of  the  officers  of  our  regiment  and  especially  by  the  men  of 
his  command.  Raymond  was  an  inspiration  to  us  all ;  he  was  constantly 
on  the  alert  for  the  comfort  of  his  men  and  ever  at  his  post  as  a  soldier. 
He  never  faltered  in  face  of  danger  and  never  wearied  or  tired  under 
the  strain  of  our  life  over  here." 

Lieutenant  Norton  Downs,  Jr.,  ('17)  of  the  Aviation  Corps,  lost  his  life  in 
the  English  Channel  on  the  23rd  of  October,  1918,  while  making  a  flight 
in  a  new  British  bombing  plane.  He  was  23  years  old  and  had  fought 
with  such  success  on  the  Italian  Front  that  he  was  sent  to  an  aviation 
field  at  Sussex  as  an  instructor  in  night  flying  and  bombing.  Here  he 
had  been  put  in  command  of  a  squadron  and  later  was  made  head  in- 
structor in  night  flying.  He  was  the  son  of  "Buck"  Downs,  '89  C,  '88  M., 
who  played  quarterback  on  the  football  team  and  was  an  international 
cricketer  of  note. 

Augustus  Robbins  Stanley  ('10),  a  former  newspaper  man  of  Philadelphia, 
died  of  pneumonia  in  Washington,  D.  C,  October  31,  1918.  He  was  pub- 
licity manager  of  the  administrative  division  of  the  Ordnance  Depart- 
ment, U.  S.  Ordnance.  He  was  30  years  old  and  while  at  the  University 
was  editor-in-chief  of  the  Pennsylvanian. 

Donald  Eliott  Campbell,  '10,  of  Van  Wert,  Ohio,  died  of  pneumonia  on 
October  19th,  1918,  at  Camp  Upton,  New  York.  He  was  in  Company 
A,  312th  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  and  was  in  training  at  Camp  Mead. 
A  severe  accident  while  in  training  prevented  his  going  overseas  with 
his  battalion. 

Edwin  Carlisle  Berry,  '19,  of  St.  Joseph,  Mo.,  was  killed  in  a  motor  car  acci- 
dent December  nth,  1917,  after  having  enlisted  in  the  United  States. 
He  had  previously  served  as  a  private  in  the  American  Red  Cross 
Ambulance  Section  61  Auxiliary  French  Army  at  Verdun,  from  May  19th, 
1917  to  October  31st,  1917. 

Lieutenant  Thomas  Graham  Hirst  ('15),  son  of  Dr.  Barton  Cook  Hirst,  '82 
C,  '83  M.,  Professor  of  Obstetrics  in  the  University  Medical  School,  died 
of  wounds  in  the  University  Base  Hospital  at  Vichy,  France,  on  Novem- 
ber 3,  1918.  He  went  over  with  the  artillery  last  summer,  had  been 
almost  continuously  in  action  ever  since,  and  was  in  command  of  Battery 
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E  of  the  151st  Field  Artillery  doing  the  work  of  a  Major  in  command 
of  two  battalions.  He  was  a  member  of  Phi  Kappa  Sigma  Fraternity 
and  was  26  years  old. 

Captain  Paul  J.  Sykes  ('18  L.)  died  in  the  Argonne  Forest,  France,  October 
12,  1918,  the  same  day  that  he  received  his  commission  as  Captain.  He 
won  a  Lieutenant's  rank  at  the  2nd  Officers'  Training  School  at  Ft.  Ogle- 
thorpe, went  overseas  in  May  and  was  attached  to  Company  B  of  the 
Seventh  Infantry.  He  was  25  years  old  and  a  versatile  athlete  while  at 
school.    His  marriage  to  Miss  M.  Virginia  Fox  occurred  a  year  ago. 

Albert  Lewis  Thompson  ('06)  died  of  pneumonia  while  serving  with  the 
Ambulance  Corps  in  Italy,  on  October  27,  1918.  He  was  born  in 
Philadelphia  in  1883  and  enlisted  last  May  at  Allentown,  where  he 
trained  for  three  days  before  sailing  for  Italy  with  Section  555. 

Lieutenant  Joseph  Addison  Abrams  ('07),  in  charge  of  reclamation  work  at 
Camp  Beauregard,  died  from  influenza  at  Alexandria,  La.,  November 
23rd,  1918.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Law  School  also  ('09)  and  was  to 
have  received  his  Captain's  commission  six  days  later. 

Lieutenant  Kirk  W.  Machette  ('16)  was  killed  in  action  on  October  10,  1918. 
He  received  his  commission  at  the  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Fort  Ni- 
agara, and  was  a  member  of  Company  A,  320th  Infantry. 

Major  Ward  W.  Pierson  ('08)  was  killed  in  action  on  November  9,  1918  in 
France,  just  two  days  before  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  Major  Pier- 
son  was  Professor  of  Business  Law  in  the  Wharton  School  and  was  pro- 
moted from  Captain  to  Major  on  the  battlefield  northwest  of  Verdun. 
He  received  his  commission  at  the  First  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Fort 
Niagara  and  went  to  Camp  Meade  in  command  of  Company  L  of  the 
315th  Infantry,  which  went  overseas  last  spring. 

Lieutenant  William  H.  Mulvihill  ('16  L.)  was  instantly  killed  on  November 
27,  1918  at  Carlstrom  Field,  Arcadia,  Florida  while  flying  with  a  cadet 
whom  he  was  instructing.  His  instruction  was  received  at  Dayton,  Ohio, 
and  his  home  was  in  Pittsburgh,  where  he  was  a  member  of  the  bar. 

Corporal  Hal  Brougham  Chapman  ('15)  died  about  October  i,  1918,  at  his 
home  in  Australia.  He  enlisted  as  an  ambulance  driver  in  the  British 
Army  in  November  1914,  and  had  been  in  the  very  thickest  of  the  fight- 
ing from  that  time  to  May  1918,  when  he  was  given  a  furlough  to  go 
home.  On  this  journey  the  ship  was  mined  off  the  coast  of  New  Zealand 
and  half  the  men  were  lost.  He  saved  himself  through  his  great  ability 
as  a  swimmer,  reached  home  and  was  married  in  July. 

Lieutenant  Maurice  McKnight  Hill  ('17),  of  the  air  service,  was  killed  in  an 
airplane  accident  in  France  in  October,  1918.  He  was  24  years  old  and 
lived  at  Orange,  N.  J. 

Ensign  William  A.  Cortright,  Jr.,  ('14)  of  Beverly,  N.  J.,  who  was  in  command 
of  a  United  States  submarine  chaser,  No.  343,  died  of  pneumonia  in  the 
Naval  Base  Hospital  No.  4  at  Queenstown,  Ireland,  October  31,  1918, 
aged  25  years. 

Captain  James  MacFarland  ('11  M.)  was  gassed  in  September  and  died 
from  wounds  received  in  action  in  France,  October  24,  1918.  He  was  a 
resident  of  Burlington,  N.  J.,  and  was  attached  to  the  113th  Regiment  of 
the  29th  Division. 
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Lieutenant  Timothy  Joseph  Moran  ('05  M.)  died  at  Camp  Greenleaf,  Fort 
Oglethorpe,  Georgia,  October  17,  1918. 

Major  Rexford  Mason  Glaspey  ('12)  died  in  France  November  5,  1918  of 
pneumonia.  His  home  was  in  Harrisburg,  where  he  was  Transmission 
Engineer  of  the  Bell  Telephone  Company.  He  entered  the  service  as  a 
1st  Lieutenant  in  the  Signal  Corps  and  rose  to  the  rank  of  Major.  He 
had  been  a  member  of  General  Pershing's  stafF  for  about  a  year. 

Lieutenant  John  Stokes  Baldwin  ('11,  '13  L.)  was  killed  in  action  October 
6,  1918.  He  won  his  commission  at  Fort  Oglethorpe,  Ga.,  R.  O.  T.  C. 
and  went  overseas  with  Co.  M,  4th  Regiment,  3rd  Division.  His  home 
was  in  West  Chester,  Pa. 

Lieutenant  Fay  Mills  Scott  ('15)  was  killed  in  action  November  3,  1918.  His 
home  was  in  Buffalo  and  he  was  commissioned  at  the  ist  Officers'  Train- 
ing Camp,  Madison  Barracks,  Ft.  Niagara,  and  assigned  to  the  Supply 
Division  of  the  and  Division,  which  became  the  police  of  the  Division 
after  arriving  in  France. 

John  Jacob  Springer  ('14)  of  Co.  N,  3rd  Battalion  Chemical  Warfare  Serv- 
ice, died  at  the  Edgewood  Arsenal,  Maryland,  October  8,  1918  of  influ- 
enza. 

Sergeant  William  A.  Freihofer  ('07)  died  at  Camp  Raritan,  Metuchen,  N.  J., 

December  5,  1918  from  pneumonia,  aged  31  years. 
Taylor  Everly  Walthour  ('17)  was  badly  wounded  September  27,  1918,  and 

died  in  France.  He  was  a  member  of  the  103rd  Machine  Gun  Company. 
Lieutenant  Philip  James  Davidson  ('15),  of  Beaver,  Penna.,  was  killed  in 

action  at  St.  Thibault,  France,  August  5,  1918,  while  rushing  a  Machine 

Gun  nest.    He  fell  while  leading  his  men  of  Company  E,  39th  Infantry, 

4th  Division. 

William  Frederick  Craig  ('02  M.D.,  '07  A.M.)  was  killed  in  action  Sep- 
tember 28,  1918.  He  was  also  a  graduate  of  Temple  University  and 
the  Medical  Chirurgical  College. 

Captain  Frank  Farnham  Battles  ('12),  of  Philadelphia,  was  killed  in  action 
at  Sedan,  November  10,  1918.  He  served  in  the  old  City  Troop  on  the 
Mexican  Border  and  trained  at  the  Officers'  Training  Camp,  Ft.  Niagara, 
where  he  received  his  commission.  He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Episcopal 
Academy  and  a  member  of  Delta  Phi  Fraternity  and  the  Markham  Club. 
He  was  killed  in  the  final  drive  on  Sedan  a  day  before  the  armistice  was 
signed. 

Lieutenant  Knox  Boude  Birney  ('13),  of  Philadelphia,  was  killed  in  action 
October  20,  1918  in  the  last  American  drive.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
6th  Regiment  Pioneer  Engineers  and  had  been  in  much  of  the  heavy 
fighting  since  early  spring  when  he  was  with  the  English  and  Australian 
forces.  He  had  been  recommended  for  a  captaincy.  His  grandfather 
was  Major-General  William  Birney  and  his  great-uncle  Major-General 
David  Bell  Birney.  His  great-grandfather  was  twice  nominated  for  the 
Presidency  of  the  United  States. 

Robert  Alexander  Balfour  ('16),  chief  petty  officer,  U.  S.  N.,  League  Island 
N  avy  Yard,  Philadelphia,  died  on  October  7,  1918. 

Henry  Edward  McCausland  ('14)  died  from  pneumonia  while  serving  in  the 
infantry  in  Italy  on  September  16,  1918. 
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Ernest  L.  Brautigan  ('07)  died  of  influenza  and  pneumonia  at  the  Field  Ar- 
tillery Officers'  Training  Camp,  Camp  Zachary  Taylor,  Kentucky,  No- 
vember 8,  1918. 

Corporal  Henry  D.  Reichert  ('12),  attached  to  the  Aviation  Service,  died  of 
pneumonia  at  Calais,  France,  October  30,  1918.  His  death  was  the  re- 
sult of  his  volunteering  to  save  an  American  aircraft  which  was  in 
trouble,  the  task  requiring  two  nights' work  in  drizzling  rain.  He  enlisted 
in  the  Marine  Corps  at  League  Island,  training  at  Miami,  Florida.  He 
went  overseas  in  the  Naval  Aviation  Service,  being  transferred  later  to 
the  bombing  squad.  It  was  his  duty  to  develop  prints  of  airplane  pic- 
tures of  enemy  territory  so  American  Aviators  would  know  where  to 
drop  bombs  with  most  effect. 

Lieutenant  Joseph  Harold  Parsons  {'16  D.)  was  killed  in  action  October  1918. 
He  was  first  wounded  in  the  leg  by  shrapnel  and  was  killed  on  a  stretch- 
er while  being  carried  back. 

Lieutenant  Paris  T.  Carlisle  ('15),  Milford,  Delaware,  was  killed  in  action 
on  October  6,  1918.  He  enlisted  in  June,  1917  and  won  his  commission 
at  an  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Ft.  Myer,  Virginia,  being  assigned  to 
Company  I,  319th  Infantry.  He  was  made  battalion  adjutant  and  sailed 
for  France  in  May,  going  into  action  almost  immediately. 

T.  W.  Gerhardy  ('20)  was  drowned  in  a  seaplane  accident  off  Key  West, 
Florida  in  November,  1918.  He  was  in  the  Naval  Aviation  Service  and 
about  to  be  commissioned  and  sent  overseas.  While  at  the  University 
he  was  a  member  of  the  crew  squad  and  of  the  Psi  Upsilon  Fraternity. 

Frank  R.  Walker  ('19)  died  in  France  November  9,  1918  from  wounds  re- 
ceived while  serving  with  an  ambulance  unit  near  the  front  lines.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  University  track  team  in  1917  and  ran  on  Pennsyl- 
vania's championship  two-mile  relay  team  that  year.  He  was  22  years 
old  and  resided  at  Chester,  Penna.  When  wounded  he  was  repairing 
an  automobile  under  fire  but  stuck  to  his  post  and  gave  his  life,  dying 
from  terrible  wounds  in  both  legs. 

Robert  L.  Houck,  ('21  M.)  died  in  Winchester,  England  of  pneumonia  on 
November  5,  1918.  He  enlisted  in  the  Sanitation  Corps,  began  his  train- 
ing at  Washington,  D.  C,  and  sailed  for  overseas  August  10,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Earlston  Lilburn  Hargett  ('14,  '17  L.)  was  killed  in  action  in 
Argonne,  France  September  30,  1918.  He  was  a  Philadelphian  and  won 
his  commission  in  Battery  B,  150th  United  States  Field  Artillery  at  Ft. 
Niagara  in  May  1917. 

Ensign  Watson  Beatty  Lenderman,  ('06)  died  from  pneumonia  at  Calais, 
France  October  16,  1918.  He  joined  the  Naval  Militia  in  New  York 
City  February  3,  1917  and  rose  to  be  an  Ensign  in  the  Naval  Aviation 
service  Northern  Bombing  Group. 

Corporal  Coleman  Riggs  Havens,  {'ii)  died  of  pneumonia  in  France  De- 
cember 9,  1918. 

Corporal  Earle  LeBre  Hackett  ('10,  '13  L.)  died  at  Camp  Greenleaf,  Fort 
Oglethorpe,  Georgia,  December  19,  1918.  He  was  about  to  receive  his 
commission  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Lieutenant  Charles  Thomas  Evans,  Jr.,  ('15)  was  killed  in  an  airplane  acci- 
dent in  Surrey,  England,  October  23rd,  1918.    He  saw  service  on  the 
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Border  with  Troop  B  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  and  was  one  of  the  first 
to  enlist  in  the  Aviation  Section  of  the  Army  after  the  United  States 
entered  the  great  war.  He  trained  at  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  and  was  sent  to  England  early  in  August  1917  where  he 
completed  his  training  as  a  flier  and  received  his  commission  in  March 
1918.  He  was  severely  wounded  in  May  1918  while  flying  on  the  West- 
ern Front  and  spent  four  months  in  the  French  and  English  hospitals. 

Ensign  Basil  L.  Steel,  ('13  L.)  Assistant  Paymaster  U.  S.  N.,  died  of  pneu- 
monia at  the  Naval  Hospital,  Cardiff,  Wales,  October  8,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Edward  Glenn  Henry,  M.  C,  ('11  M.)  died  in  the  Red  Cross  Mil- 
itary Hospital,  Liverpool,  England  from  pneumonia  on  November  7, 
1918.  He  was  29  years  old  and  had  been  on  duty  at  Camp  Greenleaf, 
Georgia  before  sailing. 

Lieutenant  Frederick  James  Bradburn,  ('00  D)  Dental  Surgeon  in  the  Royal 
Air  Force  of  the  British  Expeditionary  Force,  died  from  pneumonia  on 
November  17,  1918. 

Captain  James  Malcolm  McKibbin,  M.  C,  ('99  M.)  died  in  Mobile  Hospital 
No.  4,  France,  October  23,  1918  from  wounds  received  in  action. 

Luther  L.  Peck  ('12,  '13  L.)  died  at  the  Naval  Base  Hospital  at  Hampton 
Roads,  Virginia,  October  15,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Alf  Gilbert  Wald,  ('17  D.)  died  from  pneumonia  October  14th, 
1918.    He  was  attached  to  the  13th  Regiment,  5th  Brigade,  F.  A.  R.  D. 

Corporal  Harold  Laforest  Button,  ('14)  was  killed  in  action  in  France,  on 
November  23,  1918.  He  was  wounded  in  the  attack  of  the  325th  Inf.  on 
the  St.  Mihiel  Salient  in  the  Argonne  Forest,  October  13th.  He  had  been 
married  on  March  14th  to  Miss  Alice  Gifford ;  left  for  Camp  Devens 
on  March  29th  and  went  overseas  in  18  days. 

Herbert  Alyea  Collins,  ('i8)  was  killed  in  an  airplane  accident  in  Park 
Field,  Memphis,  Tennessee,  January  6,  1919.  He  was  former  captain  of 
the  Water  Polo  Team  at  the  University  and  came  from  Rutherford,  New 
Jersey. 

Lieutenant  Ernest  G.  Wold,  ('19)  was  killed  in  action  August  i,  1918.  He 
came  from  Minneapolis  and  was  a  member  of  the  soccer  team  at  the 
University.  He  was  an  aviator  and  on  the  day  of  his  death  after  his 
observor  had  been  shot  and  rendered  useless  and  he  himself  shot  through 
both  arms  and  deprived  of  their  use,  he  escaped  from  five  Hun  mnchinee 
and  piloted  his  plane  home  using  only  his  feet  and  knees.  He  lost  his 
life  at  the  ■nd  simply  because  he  hadn't  the  physical  strength  left  to 
make  a  proper  landing.  He  had  made  a  new  altitude  record  in  a  plane 
with  a  Liberty  Motor  by  ascending  nearly  25,000  feet  in  34  minutes. 

Lieutenant  Clay  G.  Stephens,  Jr.,  ('17)  of  Nashville,  Tennessee,  was  killed 
September  15th,  1918,  at  Armanty,  France  in  the  Toul  Sector  during  a 
bombing  raid.  He  was  trained  as  a  flier  at  the  Georgia  School  of  Tech- 
nology and  the  Issoudun  and  Chateauroux  camps  in  France  and  was  first 
given  a  commission  in  the  pursuit  section  and  later  transferred  to  the 
bombing  section  at  Clermont,  Ferand. 

Chester  Fremont  Willey,  ('20),  of  Philadelphia,  died  of  influenza  at  Fortress 
Monroe,  Virginia  on  October  12,  1918.  He  was  in  the  Master  Gunner 
School  a  severe  course  of  three  months. 
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Lieutenant  William  Cleveland  Reese,  M.  C,  ('lo  M.)  died  at  New  York 
October  20,  1918,  aged  34  years,  from  pneumonia  following  influenza. 
Before  entering  the  service  he  was  a  member  of  the  Stafi^  of  the  Wilkes- 
Barre,  Penna.,  Hospital. 

Ensign  Frederick  G.  Wilmsen,  ('19)  of  Elkins  Park,  Penna.,  died  in  Mar- 
seilles, France,  November  24,  1918  of  pneumonia.  He  enlisted  as  Chief 
Yeoman  November  i,  1917. 

Captain  Edward  Ingersoll,  ('06)  of  the  Military  Aeronautics  Service,  died 
December  28,  1918  from  influenza  at  his  home.  Spring  House  Farm, 
Penllyn,  Pa.  He  was  in  his  35th  year  and  was  working  in  ground  in- 
struction in  aviation. 

Lieutenant  George  Harold  Righter,  ('09)  died  of  pneumonia  at  Kelly  Field, 
Texas,  December  8,  1918. 

Herbert  Dakin  Howe,  ('20)  died  of  scarlet  fever  and  pneumonia,  November 
18,  1918  at  Camp  Hancock,  Augusta,  Georgia.  He  had  just  been  recom- 
mended for  a  commission  in  the  Quartermasters'  Department. 

Lieutenant  Almeron  Walton  Shanklin,  ('08  L.)  of  Columbia,  S.  C,  was  killed 
in  action,  October  15,  1918  while  serving  with  a  Machine  Gun  Company 
of  the  nth  Regiment,  5th  Division.  He  had  received  the  Distinguished 
Service  Cross. 

Frederick  Neel  Henderson  {'03  M.),  Lieutenant  M.  R.  C,  died  in  a  base 
hospital  at  Fort  Oglethorpe,  Ga.,  on  April  8,  1918,  from  cerebro-spinal 
meningitis.  Dr.  Henderson  was  a  Fellow  of  the  American  Medical  As- 
sociation, a  former  president  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  Montgomery  County  Medical  Society. 

Robert  Brinton  Hill  ('14  T.),  Second  Lieutenant,  was  killed  by  an  accident 
in  France,  April  29,  1918.  Mr.  Hill  was  a  member  of  the  British  Royal 
Flying  Corps,  enlisting  in  Canada,  August  1917. 

Raymond  Charles  Hummel  (15  T.)  was  drowned  in  the  river  Seine,  France, 
on  October  4,  1917.  Hummel  was  employed  by  the  French  Govern- 
ment as  an  airplane  constructor. 

Herbert  Humphreys  Hunter  ('07  D.),  with  the  Australians,  was  killed  in 
action  at  Cape  Hilles  May  8,  1915.  He  was  wounded  in  the  trenches 
near  Walker's  Ridge  and  while  two  stretcher  lads  were  taking  him 
down  to  the  beach,  wlicic  the  hospital  was,  a  Turkish  shell  killed  him. 
He  was  Captain  of  D  Company,  7th  Battalion,  2nd  Infantry  Brigade, 
ist  Division,  Australian  Imperial  Forces. 

Wm.  Besse  Kuen  ('11),  Lieutenant,  Aviation  Corps,  was  killed  in  an  acci- 
dent at  Waco,  Texas,  May  25,  1918.  Lt.  Kuen  enlisted  in  the  Avia- 
tion Corps  last  May,  and  was  graduated  with  honours  at  the  Columbus 
Ground  School  at  Ohio  State  University. 

Milton  Jay  Lichty  ('95  M.),  Captain  M.  R.  C,  died  at  the  base  hospital  at 
Camp  i  aylor,  Louisville,  Ky.,  on  February  14,  1918,  from  septic  menin- 
gitis following  an  otitis  media  and  mastoid  operation.  Dr.  Lichty  was  a 
Fellow  of  the  American  Medical  Association;  a  member  or  the  Cleve- 
land Academy  of  Medicine,  assistant  clinical  professor  of  medicine  in 
Western  Reserve  University,  Cleveland,  and  chairman  of  the  board  of 
tuberculosis  examiners  at  Camp  Zachary  Taylor. 
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John  Weaver  Luther  ('99  M.),  Captain  M.  R.  C,  died  in  Jacksonville,  Fla., 
December  28,  1917,  from  pneumonia.  Dr.  Luther  was  chief  surgeon  for 
the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey,  surgeon-in-chief  of  the  Palmerton 
Hospital,  president  of  the  Lehigh  Valley  Medical  Association  and  for 
five  years  burgess  of  Palmerton,  Pa. 

Charles  Prevost  McMichael  ('12  L.),  Lieutenant  Ambulance  Corps,  died  in 
New  York  City  on  January  23,  1918. 

Percy  Byron  McNally  ('08  D.),  Lieutenant,  was  killed  while  flying  over  the 
German  lines  August  13,  1917.  Dr.  McNally  enlisted  in  the  Dental 
Corps  of  the  Canadian  Army  but  after  a  few  months  service  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  50th  Battalion.  He  was  wounded  in  1916  and  then  applied 
for  an  appointment  in  the  Royal  Flying  Corps;  he  qualified  and  was  sent 
to  France  in  July,  1917. 

Clark  Brockway  Nichol  ('15),  Cadet  Officer,  with  the  American  Flying 
Corps,  was  killed  in  an  airplane  accident  at  Stamford,  England,  on 
February  18,  1918.  Mr.  Nichol  served  nearly  eight  months  on  the  Mex- 
ican border  in  Troop  A,  1st  Pennsylvania  Cavalry;  entered  first  officers' 
training  camp  at  Ft.  Niagara  and  was  transferred  to  aviation  July  7, 
1917. 

Harold  Sumner  Small  ('11),  a  Sergeant  in  the  First  Maine  Field  Artil- 
lery and  the  Secretary  of  the  Maine  Society  of  the  Alumni,  died  Decem- 
ber 3rd,  1917,  of  pneumonia  at  Camp  Green,  Charlotte,  S.  C. 

Harold  St.  George  Taylor  ('16  T.),  with  the  Australians,  was  killed  by 
accident  April  15,  1916. 

Dr.  Ernest  Charles  Winstone  ('10  D.),  Major  New  Zealand  Dental  Corps, 
died  at  Trentham  Military  Camp  April  21,  1918,  of  spinal  meningitis. 

Edward  Joseph  Kelley  ('10  V.),  American  Ambulance,  was  killed  in  France 
September  23,  1916,  at  Verdun,  while  serving  in  the  American  Ambu- 
lance Field  Service,  Section  4.  He  was  killed  on  the  first  trip  of  his 
section  from  its  quarters  at  Donbasle  to  the  "Post  de  Secours"  at  Esnes. 
Here  the  wounded  were  brought  from  Verdun,  Dead  Man's  Hill  and 
Hill  304.  At  a  corner  they  were  exposed  to  the  Hun  fire.  This  was 
caJled  "Kelley's  Bend"  after  his  death. 

Roscoe  John  Nash,  '12  D.,  died  on  January  17,  1919.  He  served  with  the 
345th  Field  Hospital,  87th  Division,  A.  E.  F.,  and  was  invalided  home 
to  die  at  Base  Hospital  No.  9,  Lakewood,  N.  J. 

Lieutenant  John  Stewart,  'i8.  Ordnance,  of  Wilmington,  Delaware,  died  at 
Mehun,  France,  from  influenza  and  pneumonia,  December  4th,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Raymond  Jack  Hauser,  M.  C,  of  Danville,  Pa.,  '10  M.,  died  on 
January  18,  1920,  from  influenza  and  pneumonia  while  on  duty  at  Camp 
Grant,  Rockford,  HI. 

William  Jefferson  Wilkinson,  '09  D.,  a  Lieutenant  in  the  "Liecestershires"  of 
the  English  Army,  was  killed  in  action  September  25th  or  26th,  1915,  in 
France.  Lt.  Wilkinson  came  from  Normanhurst,  New  South  Wales, 
Australia,  but  was  practicing  in  London  when  war  broke  out. 

Lieutenant  William  Bateman,  '16,  of  Co.  L,  109th  Regiment,  28th  Division, 
was  killed  in  action  near  Chateau  Thierry  about  July  15th,  1918.

Lieutenant  John  Henry  Feigel,  '06,  of  Company  B,  ist  U.  S.  Engineers,  was 
wounded  in  the  Meuse  Argonne  offensive. 

Major  H.  Harrison  Smith,  '08,  '11  LL.B.,  of  the  158th  Infantry  Brigade  of  the 
79th  Division,  and  Commander  of  the  ist  Battalion,  316th  Infantry  Regi- 
ment, was  wounded  in  France. 

Ellwood  Souder,  '09,  of  the  Naval  Aviation  Corps,  was  injured  at  the  Air 
Base  at  Brest,  France. 

Capt.  John  Bruce  Stuart,  '10,  of  Carlisle,  Pa.,  of  the  30th  Engineers,  after- 
ward the  ist  Gas  Regiment,  was  gassed  in  France. 

Lieutenant  Joseph  Knox  Stone,  Beaver,  Penna.,  '10,  Regimental  Intelligencer 
Officer  of  the  322nd  Infantry,  8 ist  Division,  was  gassed  and  wounded 
with  a  bayonet. 

Capt.  Harvey  Claude  Updegrove,  'ii  M.,  of  Easton,  Penna.,  was  wounded 
April  i2th,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Alfred  Morton  Bergstein,  '15  M.,  of  the  Medical  Department  of 
the  i8th  Infantry,  was  gassed  and  wounded. 

Capt.  Edmund  R.  Samuel,  '13  M.,  of  the  Medical  Reserve  attached  to  the  88th 
Field  Ambulance  29,  British  Division,  was  wounded  August  15th,  1918, 
and  gassed  August  31st,  1918. 

Capt.  George  Edward  Staats,  '13  D.,  of  the  Dental  Corps,  was  gassed. 

Corporal  Robert  Tyson  Anderson,  '15,  of  Company  C,  304th  Field  Signal 
Battalion,  was  gassed  October  6th,  1918,  in  the  Argonne  Forest. 

Captain  Johns  Hopkins,  '15,  of  the  30th  Infantry,  was  wounded  in  the  Ar- 
gonne October  9th,  19 18. 

Captain  Francis  Edgeton  Evans,  M.  C,  '16  M.,  was  wounded  in  action  Octo- 
ber 4th,  1918,  at  Nantillois,  France,  during  the  Argonne-Meuse  offensive. 

Captain  Francis  Sheffer  Bodine,  M.  C,  '17  M.,  was  gassed. 

Captain  Frank  Walton  Burge,  M.  C,  '17  M.,  was  gassed. 

Sergeant  Edward  John  Heraty,  '16,  was  severely  injured  while  serving  with 
the  Salvage  Squad  of  the  42nd  Division  in  France. 

G.  Willard  Cole,  Jr.,  '17,  of  Company  E,  318th  Infantry,  while  serving  as  a 
runner  had  both  legs  and  a  knee  fractured. 

Lt.  Thomas  L.  Hoban,  '17  L.,  of  Company  K,  311th  Infantry,  was  gassed 
October  30th,  1918,  at  Grand  Pre,  France,  during  the  Argonne-Meuse 
offensive. 

Lt.  Harold  Durston  Saylor,  '17  L.,  was  gassed  at  Antigny,  France,  May  29th, 
1918. 

Lt.  Donald  Armstrong  McClure,  '18,  of  Danville,  Pa.,  was  wounded  July 

15th,  1918,  at  Monthurel,  France. 
Lingley  Scarlett  Hurff,  '18  Ev.  Sch.,  was  wounded  by  a  mine  explosion  in  the 

Argonne  while  serving  with  the  Military  Police  of  the  78th  Division. 
Lt.  Malcolm  Huston  Weikel,  '18  L.,  was  wounded  by  shrapnel  and  gassed. 
Corp.  John  Wesley  Gallagher,  Jr.,  '19,  was  wounded  in  the  Soissons  Drive, 

July  22nd,  1918. 

Sergeant  Ashby  Blythe  Paul,  '19,  of  Company  B,  103rd  Engineers,  was 
wounded  twice.

Division,  was  wounded  in  the  Argonne  Forest. 

Capt.  Samuel  Wagner,  Jr.,  '19,  on  the  staff  of  General  Price,  commanding 
the  53rd  Field  Artillery  Brigade,  of  the  28th  Division,  was  gassed  at 
Fismes,  August  20th,  1918. 

Lt.  Urban  A.  Lavery,  '06,  '07  A.M.,  of  the  First  Gas  Regiment,  was  wounded 
in  action  near  Fleville,  France,  October,  1918. 

Capt.  Frederick  A.  Muhlenburg,  '12,  Regimental  Adjutant  of  the  314th  In- 
fantry, was  wounded  in  October,  1918. 

Lt.  Claude  A.  L.  Lyon,  '18  D.,  has  been  wounded.

Lt.  Harold  Custer  Whiteside,  '10,  was  wounded  while  serving  with  the 

British  Army.    He  served  in  the  Aviation  Section  of  the  Signal  Corps 

and  was  later  transferred  to  the  Army  Transport  Service. 
Major  John  A.  Farrell,  '98  M.,  Surgeon  of  the  23rd  Engineers,  was  gassed 

October  30th,  1918. 

Capt.  Milton  Valentine  Miller,  '16  M.,  Surgeon  of  the  io8th  Machine  Gun 
Battalion,  was  gassed  October  7th,  1918.  He  served  through  the  Marne- 
Aisne  offensive  July  i6th  to  September  9th,  1918  and  the  Meuse-Argonne 
offensive  September  26th  to  October  9th,  1918. 

Sergeant  Sherman  L.  Lowenstein,  '17,  of  Company  G,  362nd  Infantry,  91st 
Division,  was  wounded  September  29th,  1918. 

Capt.  Lester  L.  Powell,  '05  M.,  was  gassed  October  28th,  1918.  He  saw  17 
months  service  and  was  in  action  at  Chemin  des  Dames,  Taul,  Chateau 
Thierry,  St.  Mihiel,  Verdun  and  in  the  Argonne,  where  he  served  as 
Surgeon  to  a  motorized  Machine  Gun  Battalion  of  the  26th  Division. 

Sergeant  Arlington  Boone  Cost,  '20,  Co.  E,  109th  Infantry,  was  wounded  Sep- 
tember 4th,  1918. 

Lieutenant  George  Bower  ('19),  5th  Marine  Corps,  was  severely  wounded 
on  September  15,  1918. 

John  Aubrey  Crewitt  ('11)  (LL.B.  '14),  of  the  Ambulance  Corps,  has  been 
gassed  twice  in  France. 

Thaddeus  M.  Daly  ('20),  in  the  Red  Cross  service,  has  been  twice  wounded 
in  France.  The  last  time  he  made  seven  trips  with  his  ambulance  to 
the  top  of  a  bullet-swept  hill  and  gave  up  only  when  his  automobile  was 
overturned  and  he  became  unconscious  through  wounds.  He  and  his 
brother  Louis  are  serving  with  the  famous  "Blue  Devils"  of  France. 

Lieutenant  Alden  D.  Elberson  ('15)  was  wounded  at  Chateau-Thierry  on 
July  26,  1918,  being  struck  in  the  upper  right  arm  by  an  explosive  ma- 
chine gun  bullet.    He  is  in  the  162nd  Machine  Gun  Company. 

Erwin  Clarkson  Garrett  ('06),  Company  G,  i6th  Infantry,  was  wounded  in 
the  American  advance  on  July  18,  1918.  By  a  strange  coincidence  he 
was  attended  in  the  hospital  by  his  classmate,  Major  John  Carson  (M.D. 
1910). 
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Captain  Roland  C.  Heisler  ('lo  L.),  of  Philadelphia,  was  wounded  in  the 
thigh  by  a  fragment  of  shell,  on  August  i8,  1918. 

Donald  R.  Jones  ('15),  a  battalion  runner  of  the  109th  Regiment,  son  of  J. 
Levering  Jones,  '75  L.,  Trustee  of  the  University,  was  severely  wounded 
near  the  Marne  on  July  14,  1918,  but  has  recovered. 

Lieutenant  Charles  Linton  Matthews  ('13),  of  the  12th  Machine  Gun  Com- 
pany, was  seriously  wounded  in  July,  1918,  by  shrapnel  in  the  leg. 

Richard  Harrison  O'Brien  ('18  L.),  of  Company  F,  nth  Infantry,  28th  Di- 
vision, was  wounded  in  the  battle  of  the  Marne,  in  the  upper  left  arm 
on  July  18,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Joseph  Benjamin  Winokur  ('09)  (LL.B.  1910),  of  Company  E, 
38th  Infantry,  A.  E.  P.,  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  the  Marne  in 
France  on  August  8,  1918. 

Captain  Samuel  Edmund  Roger,  '13  M.,  attached  to  the  88th  Field  Ambu- 
lance, 29th  (Gallipoli)  Division,  British  Expeditionary  Force,  was 
wounded  August  isth,  1918,  and  gassed  August  30th,  1918. 

Captain  Frederick  Rogers  Drayton  ('17)  has  been  wounded  in  the  right  leg, 
In  France  on  September  28,  1918.  He  and  Major  Pepper  and  Captain 
Ingersoll,  who  were  killed,  were  all  members  of  the  313th  Infantry. 
Captain  Drayton  is  22  years  old  and  won  his  commission  at  Niagara. 

Lieutenant  William  George  Bower  ('19)  was  wounded  in  October,  1918,  in 
France. 

Earle  H.  Prentzel  ('i6),  of  Willow  Grove,  Pa.,  a  sergeant  in  the  109th 
Infantry,  was  wounded  in  France  in  September,  1918. 

Lieutenant  William  I.  Lodge  ('12)  has  been  wounded  twice.  He  is  with 
Company  B,  9th  Infantry,  and  went  overseas  in  January. 

Lieutenant  James  Booth  Wharton  ('18),  of  Philadelphia,  an  officer  in  Com- 
pany C,  nith  Infantry,  was  wounded  on  October  9,  1918,  in  France 
while  advancing  across  the  Vesle  River. 

Lieutenant  J.  Vaughn  Merrick,  III,  {'15)  of  Roxborough,  Philadelphia,  a 
former  Captain  of  the  crew  and  now  an  officer  of  the  iioth  Regiment, 
was  wounded  in  France  on  September  28,  1918.  With  his  Company  he 
was  holding  the  west  end  of  a  ravine  near  Apremont  and  was  wounded 
by  machine  gun  bullets  through  the  elbow  and  hand.  He  refused  to 
leave,  and  bravely  and  skillfully  directed  his  men  at  great  peril  to  him- 
self, getting  back  what  was  left  of  his  Company  together  with  the  men 
of  other  units  who  had  attached  themselves  to  his  leadership. 

Lieutenant  Walter  Russell  Ketcham  ('14)  was  wounded  in  October,  1918, 
after  having  fought  through  Chateau-Thierry  and  the  Marne  battles. 
Lieutenant  Ketcham  attended  the  First  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Ft. 
Niagara  and  is  a  member  of  the  9th  Machine  Gun  Battalion  of  the  4th 
Infantry.  Out  of  80  officers  in  this  regiment,  75  have  been  killed  or 
wounded,  and  of  Lieutenant  Ketcham's  Company  of  250  men,  he  was 
only  able  to  account  for  20  after  the  battle. 

Lieutenant  Earlston  Lilburn  Hargett  ('14)  (LL.B.  1917)  was  seriously  wound- 
ed on  September  30,  1918,  while  serving  with  Battery  B  of  the  150th 
Regiment  Heavy  Field  Artillery,  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in 
France.    He  received  his  commission  at  Ft.  Niagara. 
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Captain  Robert  J.  McFetridge  ('05)  was  wounded  in  France,  October,  1918. 
He  was  Chaplain  of  the  io8th  Field  Artillery. 

Major  Robert  Livingston  Denig  ('07)  was  wounded  on  October  3,  1918,  in 
the  fighting  at  St.  Mihiel.  Major  Denig  was  transferred  recently  from 
the  Machine  Corps  and  commanded  the  3rd  Battalion  of  the  9th  Infantry. 

Lieut.  Culmer  Coleman  Benton,  '14  D.,  of  Oakland  City,  Ind.,  serving  with 
the  113th  Infantry,  29th  Division,  A.  E.  F.,  was  gassed  October  23rd, 
1918,  in  the  Meuse  Argonne-Hill  361,  North  of  Verdun. 

Sgt.  Charles  Edwin  J.  Hills  ('20),  of  Company  F,  19th  Regt.  Engineers, 
was  gassed  and  wounded.  He  was  brigaded  with  the  British  Third 
Army  in  1917  and  served  in  executive  position  for  railroad,  highway 
maintenance  and  construction.  He  was  French  interpreter  at  Head- 
quarters and  afterwards  commanded  a  section  of  Red  Cross  Train  Serv- 
ice in  Italy,  Belgium  and  Germany. 

David  Ignatius  Scanlon  ('13  L.),  ist  Sergeant  of  Company  B,  315th  Infantry, 
has  been  wounded  in  France  during  September,  1918.  He  is  recovering 
in  the  University  Base  Hospital  from  a  wound  in  his  right  leg  above  the 
knee,  caused  by  a  fragment  of  shell.  He  was  hit  during  a  charge  on  a 
hill  held  by  the  Huns  and  full  of  machine  gun  nests.  After  being  wound- 
ed he  walked  three  miles  to  a  dressing  station  through  a  rain  of  shells.

Alfred  Cantrell  Young  ('18),  of  Company  B,  103rd  Engineers,  was  wounded 
on  July  17th,  1918,  while  repairing  a  bridge  under  fire. 

John  M.  J.  Gallagher  ('18  L.)  fell  900  feet  while  flying  in  Italy,  where  he 
was  completing  his  training  for  a  commission.  After  leaving  the  hos- 
pital he  joined  the  58th  Regiment,  Transportation  Corps. 

Captain  James  Stuart  Montgomery  ('11),  of  Company  I,  316th  Infantry,  was 
wounded  in  October,  1918. 

Capt.  Arthur  Lawrence  Bagans,  '10,  of  Company  B,  315th  Infantry,  was 

wounded  November  4th,  1918. 
Lt.  Frank  Carpenter  Royer,  '18,  of  Battery  F,   i8th  Field  Artillery,  3rd 

Division,  was  gassed  at  Chateau  Thierry. 

Capt.  Norman  Edwin  Gardner,  '16  D.,  of  the  Dental  Corps,  315th  Infantry, 

79th  Division,  5th  Army  Corps,  A.  E.  F.,  was  gassed  in  the  Argonne- 

Meuse  offensive,  September  30th,  1918. 
John  R.  Blum,  '16,  of  Company  A,  304th  Motorized  Machine  Gun  Battalion, 

77th  Division,  was  gassed  in  the  Argonne. 
Capt.  Chester  LeRoy  Barry,  '99  M.D.,  of  the  312th  Ambulance  Company  of 

the  303rd  Sanitary  Train,  was  wounded  in  the  St.  Mihiel  Drive. 
Capt.  Thomas  M.  Armstrong,  '13  M.,  received  two  slight  wounds  and  was 

gassed  while  serving  with  the  52nd  Division  of  the  French  Army. 
Joseph  D.  Cancelmo,  '18,  was  attached  to  the  American  Red  Cross  No.  114 

at  Fleury  in  the  Argonne  Sector,  where  he  had  his  wrist  broken  while 

carrying  a  stretcher  with  a  wounded  man  from  the  Front.    He  was 

serving  in  the  Medical  Corps,  Base  Hospital  No.  83. 
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Lieutenant  Roy  Cooper  Watson  ('lo)  was  wounded  in  October,  1918,  in 
France,  received  his  commission  a  year  ago  at  Fort  Oglethorpe  and  was 
assigned  to  the  6ist  Infantry,  being  later  transferred  to  the  8th  Machine 
Gun  Battalion. 

Lieutenant  Cornelius  T.  McCarthy  ('13)  has  been  wounded  in  France  and  is 
now  recovering  in  a  London  hospital.  He  was  not  only  wounded,  but 
gassed  and  also  had  an  attack  of  influenza. 

Lieutenant  Harold  Antrim  ('17  M.),  M.C.,  attached  to  the  9th  Co.,  3rd  Bat- 
talion, 20th  Engineers,  was  gassed,  seriously  infecting  his  mouth,  eyes, 
ears,  throat  and  feet,  November,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Henry  H.  Bonsall,  Jr.,  ('19)  a  member  of  the  track  team,  was 
wounded  in  action  July  30th,  1918.  He  enlisted  in  May  1917,  was  made 
a  sergeant  and  received  his  commission  October  1,  1918. 

John  M.  Gallagher  ('18  L.)  fell  900  feet  while  flying  in  Italy  and  was  badly 
injured.  He  is  now  on  duty  again  with  the  58th  Regiment  Transporta- 
tion Corps. 

Captain  James  Stuart  Montgomery  ('11),  Company  I,  316th  Infantry,  was 
wounded  in  October  1918. 

Lieutenant  Carlyle  Greenwell  ('n),  of  the  ist  Pioneer  Battalion,  Australian 
Imperial  Forces,  was  wounded  August  11,  1918. 

Major  James  Sydney  Bradford  {'06),  attached  to  the  103rd  Engineers,  was 
gassed  in  May  and  again  on  September  10,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Sydney  Thayer,  Jr.,  ('20)  after  participating  in  heavy  fighting 
with  his  regiment  of  Marines  without  a  scratch,  was  hit  on  the  last  day 
of  the  war  by  a  machine  gun  bullet,  in  the  right  arm. 

Lieutenant  Levi  Dudley  Coles  ('12)  was  gassed  on  July  29,  1918  during  an 
engagement  at  St.  Mihiel,  France.  He  has  recovered  and  is  back  at  the 
front  engaged  to  marry  the  Red  Cross  nurse  who  ministered  to  him. 

Lieutenant  Joseph  F.  Murphy  ('i8),  of  Philadelphia,  was  severely  wounded 
in  action  in  France  on  September  26,  1918.  He  left  the  Bell  Telephone 
Company  to  enter  the  ist  Officers'  Training  Camp  at  Ft.  Niagara,  where 
he  won  his  commission  and  crossed  to  France  with  Company  M,  314th 
Infantry.  He  was  struck  in  both  legs  by  machine  gun  bullets,  but  is  re- 
covering in  Base  Hospital  No.  29  at  Bordeaux. 

Sergeant-Major  Asa  Bushnell  Dimmond  ('ii),  of  Philadelphia,  attached  to 
the  304th  Engineers,  who  suffered  a  severe  attack  of  mustard  gas  in  the 
Meuse  fight,  has  recovered. 

Major  Spencer  Roberts  ('14)  was  gassed  on  November  3,  1918,  and  his  sight 
injured.  He  is  26  years  old  and  was  intelligence  officer  of  the  79th 
Division. 

Lieutenant  Wesley  W.  Harting  ('13)  was  wounded  in  action  September  12, 
1918  while  serving  with  Company  L  of  the  nth  Infantry.  He  was  mar- 
ried in  December  1917  to  Miss  Emily  Ball. 

Lieutenant  Edmund  W.  Gilpin  ('15),  of  Germantown,  was  wounded  in  ac- 
tion September  21,  1918.  He  is  a  member  of  Machine  Gun  Company 
attached  to  the  iioth  Infantry.  He  was  gassed  and  burned,  but  is  re- 
covering in  a  base  hospital.  He  was  a  member  of  Troop  A,  ist  Penn- 
sylvania Cavalry  and  was  trained  at  Camp  Hancock  and  at  an  Officers' 
.  Training  Camp.    He  received  his  commission  in  June  while  under  fire. 
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Lieutenant  George  Lincoln  Roat,  ('20)  was  gassed  on  July  29,  1918.  He  was 
discharged  from  the  hospital  and  again  wounded  on  September  28th. 
He  was  the  Intelligence  Officer  of  his  Regiment. 

Lieutenant  Michael  Saxe  ('10  L.)  of  Philadelphia,  was  gassed  within  a  few 
days  of  the  signing  of  the  armistice  in  the  fighting  near  Sedan. 

Lieutenant  Claude  Andrew  Lincoln  Lyon  ('15  D.)  of  Asbury  Park,  N.  J.,  was 
wounded  in  action  in  France  and  is  in  a  Paris  Hospital.  He  was  with 
the  io8th  Machine  Gun  Unit,  which  had  heavy  losses. 

Captain  Elmer  J.  Presper,  ('12  M.)  was  a  prisoner  in  Germany  from  May 
27,  1918  to  the  signing  of  the  armistice.  He  was  attached  to  the  Seventh 
Durnham  Light  Infantry  of  the  British  Expeditionary  Force,  and  was  cap- 
tured on  account  of  wounds  after  most  of  his  fellow-officers  had  been 
killed.    He  was  cited  in  January  for  bravery  by  the  French  Government. 

Captain  James  Brown  Schock,  ('lo),  Wayne,  Pennsylvania,  was  commended 
for  gallantry.  He  was  a  member  of  the  old  First  Infantry,  which  is  a 
part  of  the  28th  Division  and  called  109th  Infantry;  he  collapsed  from 
exhaustion  and  shell  shock. 

Lieutenant  Creston  Sutch  ('15  D.)  of  the  318th  Infantry,  was  gassed  while 
administering  first  aid  to  his  comrades  in  action. 

Lieutenant  Norman  E.  Gardner,  ('16  D.)  was  gassed  October  13,  1918  at 
St.  Mihiel  and  shell  shocked  November  sth  at  Bellicourt  Woods,  France 
while  giving  first  aid  to  the  wounded  under  fire. 

Lieutenant  Johns  Hopkins,  ('15)  was  wounded  in  action,  being  hit  in  the  jaw 
by  a  piece  of  shrapnel. 

Lieutenant  William  S.  Landis  ('14)  of  Lansdowne,  Penna.,  was  wounded  in 
November,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Edwin  Robert  Smiley,  Jr.,  ('16)  of  Philadelphia,  was  gassed  Sep- 
tember 29,  1918  during  the  battle  of  Montfaucon. 

Lieutenant  Frank  George  Schoble,  Jr.,  ('10)  of  Wyncote,  Penna.,  was  wound- 
ed in  the  terrific  fighting  in  the  Argonne  Forest,  France,  while  serving 
with  the  318th  Division. 

Lieutenant  Carroll  Missimer,  ('17  E.S.)  was  wounded  in  the  last  battle  of 
the  Argonne  Forest  while  serving  with  the  3rd  Battalion  of  the  iiith 
Infantry. 

Lieutenant  Samuel  Wagner,  ('19)  of  Philadelphia,  was  gassed  in  action 
August  18,  1918  while  serving  with  the  109th  Field  Artillery. 

Lieutenant  Warner  E  Doran,  {'09)  of  Company  C,  314th  Infantry,  was 
wounded  in  the  cheek  by  a  machine  gun  bullet  during  the  advance  of 
the  79th  Division  in  the  fighting  south  of  Montfaucon,  September,  1918. 
Warner  E.  Doran  of  Philadelphia  is  the  son  of  Joseph  I.  Doran,  (1864 
College)  and  the  grandson  of  Hon.  Joseph  M.  Doran  (1820  College). 
He  served  at  the  Military  Training  Camps  of  1915  and  1916  at  Platts- 
burg,  New  York.  At  the  last  camp  he  was  acting  Sergeant.  He  also 
served  at  the  Officers  Training  Camp  at  Fort  Niagara,  New  York,  in 
1917,  and  he  received  his  commission  as  a  2nd  Lieutenant  of  Infantry  on 
August  15th,  1917.  He  served  at  Camp  Meade  as  and  Lieutenant  of  the 
314th  Infantry  until  his  Regiment  sailed  for  France  in  June,  1918.  At 
the  time  he  entered  the  Military  Service  of  the  United  States  he  was  in 
the  Freight  Department  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company.    He  is 
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in  the  79th  Division  and  was  wounded  in  the  neck  by  a  sniper's  bullet 
on  September  26th,  1918,  in  the  battles  in  France  in  which  the  314th  and 
315th  Regiments  and  other  Regiments  of  the  79th  Division  distinguished 
themselves.  He  was  in  a  Base  Hospital  in  France  for  about  five  weeks 
recovering  from  his  wound.  A  slight  deflection  of  the  bullet  would  have 
made  it  fatal.  He  is  now  back  wtih  his  Regiment  which  forms  part  of 
the  American  Army  of  Occupation.  Lieutenant  Doran  is  thirty  years  of 
age  and  is  a  member  of  the  Delta  Phi  Fraternity  and  of  the  Rittenhouse 
Club.  While  in  College  he  was  also  a  member  of  the  Canteen  Club  and 
Friars  Senior  Society. 

Lieutenant  Spencer  Sergeant  Large,  ('11)  of  Philadelphia,  was  shot  in  the 
shoulder  November  10,  1918.  Lieutenant  Large  is  a  grandson  of  Gen- 
eral Meade,  a  victor  of  Gettysburg. 

Captain  Charles  Joseph  Mclntyre,  ('16)  Company  K,  4th  Infantry,  was 
wounded  in  action  early  in  September. 

Robert  E.  McGonagle,  '16  T.,  with  Canadian  Railway  Troops  in  France. 

Wounded  September  26th,  1917,  while  staking  out  bridge  foundations  on 

the  front.    Has  just  returned  to  active  duty. 
John  Wagner,  Jr.,  ist  Lieutenant  in  charge  of  Machine  Gun  Instruction, 

American  Expeditionary  Force  in  France.    Wounded,  January  1918. 
Paul  J.  Quimby  ('20),  of  Philadelphia,  and  a  member  of  Company  B,  103rd 

Engineers,  was  severely  wounded  on  July  17th,  1918. 
Lt.  James  Booth  Wharton,  '18,  was  wounded  August  9th,  1918,  while  serving 

with  the  I  nth  Infantry,  28th  Division,  in  France.  He  is  the  son  of  Henry 

R.  Wharton  ('73  C,  '76  M.). 
Captain  Frederick  A.  Muhlenberg  ('12)  was  wounded  and  gassed  on  Sep- 
tember 30th,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Alfred  Morton  Bergstein,  '15  M.D.,  was  wounded  October  8, 
1918,  near  Exermont,  France,  while  caring  for  the  wounded  in  an  ex- 
posed position.  Although  suffering  great  pain  he  refused  to  be  evacu- 
ated until  all  the  wounded  had  been  treated. 

Harold  D.  Beisel,  '18,  of  Philadelphia,  Company  F,  118th  Engineers,  was 
wounded  November  18,  1918,  after  a  hand  to  hand  encounter  where  he 
killed  his  antagonists,  a  colonel  and  a  private.  He  was  both  shot  and 
cut  with  a  knife,  but  has  recovered. 

Lt.  Edwin  Michener  Finletter,  '07,  ('07  LL.B.),  of  the  loth  Field  Artillery, 
3rd  Division,  was  wounded  in  action  late  in  July  1918.  He  took  part  in 
the  offensives  of  St.  Mihiel  and  in  the  Argonne. 

Major  Granville  R.  Fortescue,  '99,  of  the  314th  Field  Artillery  was  wounded 
by  a  gas  shell  in  the  St.  Mihiel  and  Argonne  offensive.  He  has  been 
recommended  for  promotion  to  Lieutenant  Colonel,  and  will  be  remem- 
bered as  a  former  quarterback  of  the  University  Eleven,  and  an  officer 
of  Roosevelt's  Rough  Riders. 

Corp.  Benjamin  Levene,  '12,  was  wounded  in  the  leg  by  a  machine  gun 
bullet,  October  29,  1918  in  the  Argonne.  He  is  with  Company  F,  307th 
Engineers. 

Capt.  Edward  W.  Madeira,  '13,  ('15  LL.B.),  was  gassed  on  November  5th, 
1918,  during  the  drive  of  the  79th  Division  to  the  Meuse  River. 
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Capt.  Jacques  Michael  Swaab,  '16,  of  the  Aviation  Service  has  been  wounded 
several  times.  On  one  occasion  his  leg  was  broken  after  a  bullet  grazed 
his  head  and  he  fell  unconscious  with  his  machine  from  a  great  height. 

Ralph  C.  Gifford,  '13,  had  his  ankle  and  foot  broken  at  Fort  Benjamin  Har- 
rison, October,  1917. 

Lt.  Colonel  William  Easterly  Ashton,  M.  C,  '81  M.,  who  was  with  the 
309th  Field  Artillery,  150th  Artillery  Brigade,  78th  Division,  First  Army, 
in  the  St.  Mihiel-Meuse-Argonne  offensives,  was  gassed  in  the  Argonne 
offensive  October  19th,  1918. 

Major  Wilson  Potter,  '01,  lately  with  the  Army  of  Occupation,  was  wounded 
by  a  shell  fragment  in  the  Argonne  offensive  last  year.  He  will  be  re- 
membered as  a  brilliant  halfback  and  big  game  hunter. 

Ensign  Louis  Morgan  Parsons,  '19,  of  the  United  States  Naval  Flying  Corps, 
had  his  right  hand  and  arm  injured  in  service  on  October  26th,  1918. 

Lt.  Arthur  Murray  Weirick,  '16,  of  Lewistown,  Montana,  was  wounded  Oc- 
tober 31st,  1918,  while  flying  with  the  213  Aero  Squadron.  He  was  shot 
down  behind  the  German  lines  and  held  a  prisoner  until  November  20th," 
1918. 

Lt.  Warren  MacPherson  Wells,  '16,  of  Philadelphia,  was  wounded  in  the 
Meuse-Argonne  offensive  on  November  4th,  1918. 

Major  Charles  A.  O'Reilly,  '99,  '00  M.,  M  .C,  was  gassed  in  France. 

Lt.  Levi  Dudley  Coles,  of  the  29th  Engineers,  was  gassed  July  i8th,  1918, 
and  wounded  November  8th,  1918.  He  sailed  overseas  in  the  Tuscanin 
with  the  305th  Engineers  and  was  subsequently  assigned  to  the  Flash 
and  Sound  Ranging  Service  in  France  and  later  to  the  29th  Engineers. 

He  participated  in  the  Chateau  Thierry  offensive  in  the  Sound  Ranging 
Service  in  July,  1918,  when  he  was  gassed  and  sent  to  the  Hospital  at 
Vittel.  He  participated  in  the  St.  Mihiel  offensive,  September  12th, 
1918,  and  was  wounded  in  the  neck  November  8th,  1918  at  Beney  near 
Thiacourt,  France. 

John  R.  Blum,  '16,  of  Dansville,  New  York,  member  of  Company  A,  304th 
Motorized  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  77th  Division,  A.  E.  F.,  was  gassed 
in  the  Argonne  Forest. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Edward  B.  Hodge,  M.  C,  '99  M.,  of  Base  Hospital  No.  10, 
was  wounded  by  an  aeroplane  bomb  at  Amiens,  March  26th,  1918. 

Major  Chester  LeRoy  Barry,  '99  M.,  commanding  the  312th  Ambulance  Com- 
pany of  the  303rd  Sanitary  Train,  was  wounded  in  the  St.  Mihiel  Drive, 
1918. 

Lieutenant  Ellwood  Austin  Welden,  '03,  was  shell  shocked  and  gassed  in 
France  where  he  was  acting  as  interpreter  on  Major  General  Dickman's 
Staff,  for  the  3rd  Division. 

Major  DeGrover  Van  DeBoe,  '10,  was  injured  in  France,  September  24th, 
1918. 

Captain  John  B.  Nutt,  M.  C,  '11  M.,  was  gassed  March  19th,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Thomas  B.  Culter,  '12,  of  Battery  F,  319th  Heavy  Field  Artillery, 
82nd  Division,  was  wounded  October  8th,  1918.  He  took  part  in  the 
St.  Mihiel,  and  Argonne-Meuse  battles. 

Lieutenant  Marvin  M.  Marcus,  Jr.,  '12,  was  wounded  in  the  Argonne,  Octo- 
ber i8th,  1918. 
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Lieutenant  Donaldson  C.  Kent,  '12,  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  serving  with  C 

Company,   51st  Battalion,   Canadian   Expeditionary   Force,   was  shell 

shocked  March,  1918,  and  discharged  for  disability. 
Carl  Long  Coons,  '16,  of  the  University  Ambulance  Section,  was  gassed  while 

serving  with  the  French  Army. 
Lt.  Alexander  B.  Randall,  '17,  was  gassed  in  the  St.  Mihiel  Drive,  1918. 
Lieutenant  Donald  Martin  Love,  '17  L.,  of  the  328th  Infantry,  82nd  Division, 

was  gassed  three  times,  and  hit  with  shrapnel  on  the  hip.

Capt.  Harry  Francis  Bailey,  '12  M.,  of  the  Medical  Corps,  attached  to  the 
British  Expeditionary  Forces  in  France  was  wounded  June  nth,  1918. 

Lt.  Richard  Jonathan  Miller,  '15  M.,  attached  to  the  21st  London  Field  Am- 
bulance, British  Expeditionary  Forces,  and  afterwards  Regimental  Med- 
ical Officer  of  the  5th  Battalion,  Cheshire  Regiment,  British  Expedition- 
ary Forces,  was  wounded  September  4th,  1918,  at  Croisilles,  France,  by 
a  shell  in  the  left  knee  joint  and  other  places.

Adam  Dambrauckas  ('15  M.)  was  wounded  twice,  the  first  wound  being  a 
slight  one.  Dr.  Dambrauckas  was  Lieutenant  M.  R.  C.  attached  to  the 
Municipal  Hospital  staff,  Philadelphia. 

Frederick  Ross  Lorens  ('18  T.),  40th  Eng.,  Camouflage  Sec,  wounded. 
Alexander  Patrick  Husband  ('12  D.),  Lieutenant  R.  A.  M.  C.  Invalided 
home  from  shell  shock  1916. 

Lt.  Earl  Chester  Cavanaugh,  '14  V.,  of  Johnstown,  Pennsylvania,  of  the  13th 
Field  Artillery,  4th  Division,  was  wounded  by  a  high  explosive  shell, 
October  6,  1918,  in  the  Argonne.  He  sailed  with  the  3rd  Cavalry  in 
October,  1917,  and  established  the  first  advanced  Remount  Depot  in 
France  near  the  Swiss  border  in  November  of  that  year.  He  was  with 
the  4th  division  in  the  Oise-Aisne  offensive,  St.  Mihiel  and  the  Argonne 
until  he  was  wounded. 

Capt.  Stanley  L.  Freeman,  '10  M.,  Wilkes-Barre,  Pennsylvania,  the  regi- 
mental surgeon  of  the  Second  Battalion,  308th  Infantry,  77th  Division, 
A.  E.  F.,  was  gassed  and  injured  from  concussion. 

Capt.  Herbert  Drane,  '13  M.,  of  Savannah,  Georgia,  was  gassed  at  Hermies, 
France,  January  28,  1918,  while  attached  to  the  52nd  Field  Ambulance, 
17th  Division,  British  Expeditionary  Force,  serving  with  the  loth  Bat- 
talion West  Yorkshires. 

Lt.  Frank  C.  Hamilton,  '16,  of  Company  C,  First  Gas  Regiment,  First  Army, 
A.  E.  F. 
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Thomas  Gibson  Downing,  '18,  U.  S.  A.  A.  S.  504,  attached  to  the  French 
Army,  was  gassed  March  17,  1918.  He  was  a  student  at  the  University 
when  the  United  States  entered  the  War  and  after  enlistment  was  sent 
to  Allentown  to  the  Ambulance  Camp.  He  served  overseas  at  the  en- 
gagements at  Noyon,  Verdun,  Mondidier,  Compeigne,  Aisne-Marne 
Offensive,  Oise-Aisne  Offensive,  Ypres-Lys  Offensive.  He  served  in 
both  France  and  Belgium  attached  to  the  nth  French  Division  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  time. 

Lt.  Carlton  Tilley  Harris,  '13  D.,  was  wounded  while  serving  with  the  369th 
Infantry  attached  to  the  4th  French  Army.  He  was  in  the  Aisne-Cham- 
pagne,  Marne  and  Argonne  Offensives. 

Harold  D.  Fenner,  '19,  of  Colfax,  Iowa,  of  the  University  Ambulance  Unit 
504,  was  gassed. 

Lt.  Edward  Bigelow  Goshorn,  '16,  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  was  gassed  October, 

1918.    Was  serving  with  the  n6th  Infantry,  29th  Division. 
Capt.  John  M.  Eshleman,  '90  V.,  was  injured  at  Chaumont,  France,  May 

s,  1919- 

Capt.  Wesley  Harting,  '13,  of  Philadelphia,  was  wounded  in  action  while 

serving  with  the  nth  Infantry. 
Captain  LeRoy  Massey  Ennis,  '16  D.,  of  West  Chester,  Pa.,  attached  to  the 

2nd  Machine  Gun  Battalion,  1st  Division,  A.  E.  F.,  Sixth  Field  Artillery, 

was  gassed. 

Corp.  Addison  Erdman,  '17,  of  Tarrytown,  N.  Y.,  was  wounded  September 
29th,  191 8,  while  serving  in  Company  K  of  the  107th  Infantry. 

Lieutenant  Russell  Calhoun  McCormick,  who  enlisted  in  Base  Hospital  No. 
10  and  was  afterwards  transferred  to  the  Air  Service  of  the  A.  E.  F., 
was  wounded  in  an  aerial  combat  near  Rheims,  France,  September  sth, 
1918.

Warfare  Service,  was  cited  by  its  chief  and  commended  by  General 

Pershing. 

Lt.  Samuel  W.  Fernberger,  '08,  '09  A.M.,  '12  Ph.D.,  has  been  awarded  the 
Croix  de  Guerre  and  bronze  star  for  exceptional  heroism  in  taking  1000 
replacements  to  the  Front  Line  under  heavy  shell  fire  after  his  guide  had 
been  wounded,  and  assisting  wounded  men  back  to  the  lines. 

Hobart  S.  Petrysky,  '19,  of  Meriden,  Conn.,  was  awarded  the  Croix  de 
Guerre. 

Lt.  Col.  Hugh  Walker  Ogden,  of  the  Judge  Advocate's  General  Department, 
has  been  cited  for  the  Distinguished  Service  Medal  for  exceptional  meri- 
torious and  distinguished  service  as  Judge  Advocate  and  Inspector  of 
the  42nd  Division.  Later  he  was  assigned  to  the  Bureau  of  Civil  Af- 
fairs for  the  Third  Army  and  performed  his  task  with  marked  success. 

Sergeant  Sherman  L.  Lowenstein,  '17,  was  cited  for  bravery  in  General  Or- 
der No.  35,  H.  Q.,  367th  Infantry. 

Lt.  John  Lewis  Howell,  '08,  received  a  citation  for  exceptional,  conspicuous 
and  meritorious  service. 

Capt.  Lester  L.  Powell,  '05  M.,  was  cited  twice  for  meritorious  service. 

Commander  Wray  Gilmore  Farwell,  '04  M,.  M.  C,  U.  S.  N.,  received  the 
Distinguished  Service  Cross  for  gallant  action  in  the  Belleau  Woods. 

Major  Robert  L.  Denig,  '07,  of  the  Marine  Corps,  has  been  made  a  Chevalier 
of  the  Legion  of  Honour  of  France.  The  medal  of  the  Legion  was 
presented  to  him  by  Major  General  George  Barnett,  of  the  United  States 
Marine  Corps,  at  Washington.  Major  Denig,  already  the  holder  of  the 
French  Croix  de  Guerre  and  the  American  Distinguished  Service  Cross, 
commanded  the  First  Battalion  of  the  Ninth  Infantry  Regiment  in  the 
Champagne  and  Argonne.  In  awarding  the  Distinguished  Service  Cross 
the  official  citation  says:  "Major  Robert  L.  Denig,  United  States  Marine 
Corps,  attached  to  the  Ninth  Infantry.  For  extraordinary  heroism  in 
action  near  Medeah  Ferme,  France,  October  3,  1918.  While  directing  his 
battalion  in  cleaning  out  woods  filled  with  enemy  machine  guns  and 
snipers,  himself  severely  wounded,  Major  Denig  remained  on  duty  until 
his  mission  had  been  accomplished." 

Capt.  Morris  Bernard  S.  Fleischer,  '16  M.,  '17  D.,  of  the  6th  Infantry,  5th 
Division,  was  cited  for  bravery. 

Chas.  Aunson  Randlett  Wardwell,  '20,  of  Section  504  U.  S.,  A.  A.  S.,  with 
the  French  Army,  has  been  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre  for  service 
in  France  and  Belgium  for  valued  service. 

Capt.  Edgar  F.  Schmitz,  '12  M.,  received  the  British  Military  Cross  for  valor 
in  the  field. 
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Captain  Henry  Pleasants,  Jr.,  'lo  M.,  received  the  certificate  of  merit  citation. 

Col.  Lloyd  C.  Griscom,  '91,  '06  LL.D.,  former  Ambassador  to  Japan  and  Italy, 
and  one  time  the  President  of  the  New  York  Alumni  Club,  was  made  a 
Knight  Commander  of  the  Order  of  St.  Michael  and  St.  George  at  Buck- 
ingham Palace,  London,  by  George  V,  June  29th,  1919. 

Paul  Windom,  ('17)  of  the  French  Artillery,  has  been  awarded  the  Croix 
de  Guerre  for  "remarkable  courage  under  fire,"  on  November  7,  1918. 
Windom  came  from  Washington,  D.  C,  and  enlisted  in  the  American 
Ambulance  before  the  United  States  entered  the  war.  Later  he  entered 
the  French  Army  and  his  bravery  in  observing  the  enemy  positions 
brought  him  the  decoration. 

Major  Ward  Pierson  ('08  G.),  who  was  killed  in  action  and  has  been 
awarded  the  distinguished  service  cross  for  bravery. 

Lt.  Pennington  H.  Way  ('14)  was  posthumously  awarded  the  Distinguished 
Service  Cross.  Lieutenant  Way  was  killed  in  a  flight  during  the  squeez- 
ing of  the  St.  Mihiel  salient  by  Pershing's  First  Army.  Fellow  aviators 
say  he  "rode  into  death"  to  obtain  information  of  German  troop  concen- 
trations for  the  American  forces.  He  was  an  observer  of  the  96th  Aero 
Squadron.  His  citation  reads:  "For  extraordinary  heroism  in  action 
near  Buxieres,  France,  September  12,  1918.  Lieutenant  Way  with  First 
Lieutenant  Gundelach,  pilot,  volunteered  for  a  hazardous  mission  to 
bomb  concentration  of  enemy  troops.  They  successfully  bombed  their 
objective,  but  while  returning  were  attacked  by  eight  planes.  Their 
plane  was  brought  down  in  flames  and  both  officers  killed."  Lieutenant 
Way's  wife,  who  was  Miss  Eleanor  Gosling,  lives  in  St.  Davids.  He 
was  with  the  first  American  bombing  squadron  sent  to  the  front.  Three 
pilots  with  whom  he  worked  were  killed  while  he  was  off  duty,  and  he 
wrote  home  he  bore  "a  charmed  life." 

Francis  S.  Harley  ('16),  Unit  554,  Ambulance  Corps,  has  been  awarded  the 
Croix  de  Guerre.  He  is  the  son  of  Dr.  L.  G.  Harley,  '95,  of  the  Central 
High  School,  Philadelphia.  The  cross  was  presented  by  Field  Marshal 
Petain  of  the  French  Army  and  the  citation  reads:  "From  October  2nd 
to  9th,  1918,  during  the  attack  of  Somme-Py  he  has  directed  the  rapid 
evacuation  wounded  without  taking  account  of  danger,  and  distinguished 
himself  by  his  courage  and  the  prompt  execution  of  orders.  Petain." 

Captain  Frederick  A.  Muhlenberg  ('12),  an  architect  of  Reading,  has  been 
awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Cross  for  bravery  in  action  in  the 
Argonne  Battle  of  the  26th  of  September.  He  was  a  member  of  the  314th 
Infantry  and  was  regimental  adjutant  when  his  Division  sailed  for 
France. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Theodore  LeBoutillier  ('96  C,  M.D.  '98),  of  Philadel- 
phia, has  been  awarded  the  medal  of  honour  by  the  French  government 
for  his  service  during  the  epidemic  of  grip  which  attacked  the  soldiery 
and  civil  population. 

Captain  Thomas  Batin  Harries,  '08  V.,  of  Strathmore,  Canada,  a  member  of 
the  Royal  Army  Veterinary  Corps  attached  to  the  99th  Brigade,  R.  F.  A., 
22nd  Division,  was  mentioned  in  Dispatches  for  bravery  at  Salonica, 
January  30,  1919. 
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Lt.  Francis  Harley,  'i6,  of  North  Wales,  Pa.,  who  served  in  the  University 
Ambulance  Unit  554  and  was  later  transferred  to  the  American  Red 
Cross,  was  cited  for  bravery  under  Marshall  Petain  and  awarded  the 
Croix  de  Guerre  after  the  battle  of  the  Somme,  October  2  to  9,  1918. 

Lt.-Col.  Edward  Coleman  EUett,  '91  M.,  of  Memphis,  Tennessee,  was  cited 
for  specially  meritorious  service  June,  1919. 

Lt.  Col.  Samuel  McCullagh,  '95  C,  '98  M.,  was  cited  for  exceptional  meri- 
torious and  conspicuous  services. 

Capt.  John  Joseph  Armitage,  '07  D.,  of  London,  received  the  British  War 
medal  and  the  Victory  medal  while  serving  in  the  Royal  Army  Medical 
Corps,  B.  E.  F. 

Capt.  Robert  Harris  Gearhart,  Jr.,  '20  G.,  a  Chaplain  of  the  78th  Division, 
was  cited  in  general  order  G.  H.  Q  A.  E.  F.,  July  18,  1919  for  "excep- 
tional conspicuous  and  meritorious  service."  He  was  again  cited  May  9, 
1919. 

Ensign  Benjamin  Lee,  '17,  son  of  Leighton  Lee,  '87,  and  grandson  of  Benja- 
min Lee,  '52,  was  awarded  the  Navy  War  Cross  posthumously.  Ensign 
Lee  was  killed  in  a  flight  over  British  waters  October  28th,  1918. 

Sergeant  Donald  N.  MacKubbin,  '17,  of  Company  K,  315th  Infantry,  79th 
Division,  received  a  citation  for  gallantry  in  action. 

Capt.  Frederick  F.  Christine,  Philadelphia,  has  received  a  citation  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor  from  the  President  of  the  French  Republic.  The  deco- 
ration being  Knight  of  the  Order  of  the  Black  Star.  Was  attached  to 
the  Air  Service  during  the  War. 

Lt.  Carlton  Tilley  Harris,  '13  D.,  received  the  Croix  de  Guerre  with  his 
regiment. 

Lt.  Raynolds  Combs  Moorhead,  '05,  of  the  324th  Infantry,  8ist  Division, 
received  the  Disinguished  Service  Cross  for  gallantry  in  action  in  No- 
vember, 1918,  in  the  Bois-de-Manheulles,  Meuse-Argonne.  He  saw 
service  in  the  St.  Mihiel  salient  and  around  Verdun  and  was  in  the 
final  great  drive  toward  Metz. 

Col.  George  H.  Gosman,  '98  M.  He  commanded  the  First  Evacuation  Hos- 
pital to  see  service  and  was  chief  surgeon  of  an  army  corps  during  two 
of  the  great  battles;  was  recommended  for  a  Distinguished  Service 
Medal  and  received  a  citation  for  meritorious  service  at  the  front  by 
Commander-in-chief. 

Captain  Joseph  J.  Brown,  '10,  LL.B.  '13,  who  was  awarded  the  Distinguished 
Service  Cross  by  General  Pershing  for  gallantry  in  action  at  Belleau 
Woods,  has  been  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre  by  the  French  Govern- 
ment for  bravery  at  the  second  battle  of  the  Marne,  where  he  exposed 
himself  to  severe  fire  in  rescuing  wounded  comrades. 

Lieutenant  Sydney  Grier  Gest,  '20,  has  been  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre 
for  heroism  under  fire.  He  is  the  son  of  Judge  John  M.  Gest,  '79,  and 
an  officer  of  the  Fifth  marines,  having  enlisted  as  a  private  with  Glen- 
dinning,  Geyelin,  Reath  and  Thayer.  Advancing  under  heavy  fire  he 
stopped  to  aid  a  wounded  comrade  and  helped  carry  him  to  a  place  of 
safety.    The  official  recommendation  says:    "He  showed  by  his  acts  the 
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highest  qualities  of  courage  and  devotion  to  duty."  He  has  also  been 
recommended  for  the  Distinguished  Service  Cross  for  having  captured 
a  German  Machine  Gun  in  Belleau  Woods. 

John  Bates  Hardin,  '20,  has  won  the  Italian  War  Cross  for  service  with 
Ambulance  555  on  the  Italian  Front. 

Corporal  Henry  Heuer,  Jr.,  '20,  also  has  been  awarded  the  Italian  War 
Cross  for  service  with  Ambulance  Section  555  on  the  Italian  Front. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Robert  E.  Glendinning,  '88,  founder  of  the  Essington 
School  of  Aviation  and  an  officer  in  the  Aviation  Corps,  was  decorated 
by  the  King  of  Italy  while  serving  in  the  Balloon  section.  He  was  given 
the  honorary  title  of  Chevalier. 

Lieutenant  Alfred  M.  Bergstein,  M.  C,  U.  S.  A.,  '15,  of  the  i8th  Infantry, 
was  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Cross  and  Croix  de  Guerre  for 
extraordinary  heroism  in  action  near  Exermont,  France,  October  8th, 
1918.  He  cared  for  the  wounded  under  heavy  shell  fire  although  he 
himself  was  severely  wounded  and  suffering  great  pain. 

Lieuteant  Thomas  Alexander  Butkiewicz,  '05  L.,  already  noted  as  a  winner 
of  the  Croix  de  Guerre,  has  received  five  War  Crosses  for  bravery.  He 
has  now  been  sent  with  the  Red  Cross  into  Poland.  Butkiewicz  will  be 
remembered  as  a  tackle  on  the  famous  Football  Team  of  1904. 

Edward  J.  Kelley,  '10,  who  was  killed  September  23rd,  1916,  while  serving 
in  the  American  Ambulance  Field  Service,  Section  4,  French  Army,  was 
awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre.  He  was  killed  on  his  first  trip  to  the 
"Post  de  Secours"  at  Esnes.  At  that  point  the  wounded  were  brought 
from  Hill  304  and  from  Dead  Man's  Hill,  as  well  as  from  other  parts 
of  the  line  near  Verdun.  On  this  run  the  Ambulance  boys  were  com- 
pelled to  go  around  a  corner  where  they  were  exposed  to  German  fire. 
It  was  here  that  Kelley  was  killed,  and  as  long  as  any  of  the  Ambu- 
lance Sections  were  in  that  neighborhood  that  point  was  known  as 
"Kelley's  Bend." 

The  American  Ambulance  Section  No.  625  commanded  by  Lt.  William  Yorke 
Stevenson,  has  been  awarded  the  "Fourragere."  This  is  the  most  cov- 
eted reward  of  a  military  unit  and  depends  upon  the  number  and  quality 
of  its  previous  citations.    This  section  has  had  five. 

Captain  Howard  Clifton  McCall,  '13,  ('16  L.),  who  was  killed  in  action  in 
France,  July  20th,  1918,  has  been  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service 
Cross  posthumously.    He  commanded  Company  G,  of  the  59th  Infantry. 

John  H.  McFadden,  Jr.,  '13,  Assistant  Military  Attache  at  the  American  Em- 
bassy, Paris,  has  been  given  the  Cross  of  the  Legion  of  Honour  for  his 
services  with  the  American  Ambulance. 

George  McFadden,  '93,  has  been  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Medal 
in  recognition  of  his  service  in  France  as  a  representative  of  the  War 
Trade  Board.  In  his  citation  General  Pershing  said  of  Mr.  McFadden: 
"George  McFadden,  representative  in  France  of  the  War  Trade  Board, 
for  exceptionally  meritorious  and  distinguished  services.  He  represented 
in  France,  with  high  ability,  the  War  Trade  Board  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment. In  close  liaison  with  the  General  Purchasing  Board  of  the  A.  E. 
F.,  he  had  a  guiding  influence  in  determining  the  methods  of  the  invalu- 
ble  co-operation  of  the  War  Trade  Board  in  the  supply  procurement 
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efforts  of  the  Army  in  France  and  in  neutral  and  other  Allied  countries. 
With  untiring  energy,  sound  judgment,  great  ability  and  devoted  purpose 
he  co-operated  in  many  matters  of  vital  importance  to  the  A.  E.  F." 

Sergeant  Edwin  Agnew  Fiero,  '19,  of  Philadelphia,  a  member  of  the  Uni- 
versity Ambulance  Unit,  was  decorated  for  bravery  in  action  with  the 
Croix  de  Guerre,  October  14th,  1918. 

Major  General  Sir  Henry  Worth  Thornton,  K.  B.  E.,  '94,  Inspector  General 
of  Transportation  in  the  British  Army,  was  made  a  Knight  Commander 
of  the  Order  of  the  British  Empire,  and  an  officer  of  the  Order  of 
Leopold,  the  latter  being  a  Belgian  decoration. 

Lt.  Thomas  M.  Armstrong,  '13  M.,  of  Philadelphia,  who  went  over  with 
Ambulance  Section  No.  505  and  was  assigned  to  the  French  Army,  has 
been  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre  for  meritorious  service. 

Herbert  Adams  Gibbons,  '02,  has  been  made  a  Chevalier  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor  for  distinguished  service  to  France  during  the  early  days  of 
the  War. 

Lt.  Penn-Gaskill  Skillern,  Jr.,  '03  M.D.,  senior  Medical  Officer  of  the  U.  S.  S. 
Orizaba  has  been  commended  a  second  time  for  his  devotion  to  service, 
in  unceasing  labor  in  connection  with  the  outbreak  of  influenza  aboard 
the  vessel.  His  first  citation  was  for  devotion  to  duty  at  the  time  of  an 
explosion  of  a  depth  charge  August  17,  1918,  when  many  men  were 
badly  wounded. 

Lt.  Norman  Sweetser,  '15,  has  been  decorated  by  the  Italian  Government  for 
distinguished  service  on  the  Italian  Front.  He  received  the  Croce  al 
Merito  di  Guerra. 

Lt.  Norton  Downs,  Jr.,  '17,  was  awarded  the  Croce  al  Merito  di  Guerra,  by 
the  Italian  Government,  posthumously. 

Lt.  James  Henry  Gay,  Jr.,  '16,  has  been  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service 
Cross  for  extraordinary  heroism  in  action  near  Crezancy,  France,  July 
15,  1918,  when  his  small  force  of  about  30  men  was  almost  surrounded 
by  greatly  superior  numbers.  He  refused  to  surrender  and  cut  his  way 
out  delivering  a  deadly  fire  from  both  front  and  rear.  He  also  captured 
150  Huns,  including  a  Major. 

Capt.  Jacques  Michael  Swaab,  '16,  who  stands  third  on  the  list  of  living 
American  Aces  has  been  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Medal.  He 
is  credited  with  downing  17  enemy  planes  and  has  been  promoted  to 
Captain.

Capt.  James  M.  Austin,  '15,  has  been  cited  for  distinguished  and  extraordi- 
nary gallantry  at  the  battle  of  Les  Franguettes  Farm,  July  23rd,  1918. 

Colonel  Frederick  P.  Reynolds,  M.  C,  '90  M.,  and  Lieutenant  Colonel  Royal 
Reynolds,  M.  C,  '06  M.,  have  been  awarded  the  French  Medaille 
d'Honneur  des  Epidemics  at  the  American  Red  Cross  Hospital  No.  112, 
Auteuil,  France. 

Captain  Beverley  Mason  Value,  '13,  of  the  ist  A.  S.  M.  Regiment,  was 
awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre. 

Walter  Laurance  Rodman,  '16  M.,  of  Section  584,  United  States  Army  Ambu- 
lance Service,  with  the  French  Army,  was  awarded  the  French  Croix 
de  Guerre  with  a  silver  star. 

Captain  William  Stewart  Landes,  '14,  was  awarded  the  Distinguished 
Service  Cross,  November  22nd,  1918. 

Lieutenant  Harry  Louis  Smith,  '14,  was  cited  for  bravery  January  loth,  1919. 

Captain  Samuel  W.  Marshall,  '15,  of  the  2nd  Brigade,  ist  Division,  was 
decorated  with  the  Croix  de  Guerre,  with  a  gold  star  and  received  two 
citations  in  addition,  July  9th  and  August  9th,  1918. 

Captain  Henry  G.  Bartol,  '98,  has  received  the  French  Legion  of  Honour 
and  a  citation  from  General  Pershing. 

Lieutenant  Francis  L.  Harley,  '16,  who  went  to  France  with  the  University's 
Ambulance  Unit,  was  cited  for  bravery  by  Marshal  Petain,  at  the  battle 
of  the  Somme,  October  2nd  to  9th,  1918,  and  was  awarded  the  Croix  de 
Guerre  in  Paris,  March  1919,  when  he  was  transferred  to  the  American 
Red  Cross. 

Gouverneur  Hammeken  Boyer  ('07  M.),  First  Lieutenant,  a  member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  Unit,  received  the  British  Military  Cross  Septem- 
ber 28,  1918. 

Early  Bickham  Christian  ('17),  was  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre  for 
conspicuous  bravery  during  a  German  air  raid  on  the  American  salient 
at  St.  Mihiel. 

Robert  Folger  Westcott  Conquest  {'14),  a  member  of  the  American  Ambu- 
lance, received  the  Croix  de  Guerre  for  his  endurance  and  remarkable 
coolness,  when  going  to  rescue  in  the  daylight  two  wounded  officers  in  a 
battery  undergoing  bombardment  by  the  enemy. 

Walter  Alexander  Crane  ('15  D.),  Captain  R.  A.  M.  C,  was  awarded  by  the 
King  of  Serbia  the  order  of  St.  Sava  (2nd  class),  for  services  with  the 
Servian  forces  in  Salonica. 

Wm.  S.  Davenport  ('90  D.),  a  member  of  the  American  Ambulance  Corps, 
was  made  a  member  of  the  French  Legion  of  Honor. 

Powell  Fenton  ('14  T. ),  was  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre  for  distinguished 
and  faithful  service  in  the  American  Ambulance  in  the  Alsace  region. 

Johnson  Newton  Hunsberger,  Jr.,  ('18  T.),  a  member  of  the  American  Am- 
bulance Corps,  was  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre. 
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James  Pemberton  Hutchinson  ('93  M.),  Major  in  the  Medical  Reserve,  was 

made  a  member  of  the  French  Legion  of  Honor. 
Cornelius  Theodore  McCarthy  ('13  M.),  First  Lieutenant  serving  with  the 

British  Army,  was  the  first  American  to  receive  the  military  cross  by 

the  British  Government.    Dr.  McCarthy  was  with  the  Ninth  Essex  Corps 

and  went  to  France  with  the  British  troops. 
Edward  Kemp  Moore  ('97  C,  '98  M.),  Lieutenant  M.  R.  C,  was  awarded 

the  Croix  de  Guerre  for  bravery  in  action. 
VVm.  Yorke  Stevenson  ('00  C),  a  Lieutenant  in  the  American  Ambulance 

Corps,  received  the  Croix  de  Guerre.    He  is  a  Lieutenant  in  the  French 

Army. 

Wm.  Sikes  Tucker  ('16  W.),  Lieutenant,  Headquarters  Co.,  loand  Infantry, 

A.  E.  F.,  was  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre. 
John  Henry  Tucker  ('10  Ev.  Sch.)  was  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre. 
Lt.  Joseph  H.  Cochran,  '08,  '12  L.,  of  Company  G,  313th  Infantry,  79th 

Division,  was  cited  for  bravery  in  General  Orders  No.  29,  Headquarters 

79th  Division. 

Capt.  James  Henry  Gay,  Jr.,  '16,  was  awarded  the  American  Distinguished 
Service  Cross,  the  French  Croix  de  Guerre  with  palm  and  made  a 
Chevalier  of  the  French  Legion  of  Honour,  for  heroism  in  action  near 
Mezy,  France,  July  15th,  1918. 

Capt.  Thomas  R.  EUett,  '06,  was  cited  for  bravery  in  General  Orders  No.  28, 
Headquarters  77th  Division,  November  nth,  1918.  Capt.  Ellett  was 
attached  to  the  302nd  Engineers,  77th  Division.  He  trained  with  the 
British  Second  Army  Corps  and  was  in  the  Oise-Aisne  and  Meuse- 
Argonne  offensives,  as  Adjutant  of  the  Second  Brigade  and  the  Com- 
manding Officer  of  Company  E  of  his  regiment.  He  was  on  duty  with 
the  American  Commission  to  negotiate  Peace  and  in  the  settlement  of 
War  Damage  Claimes  at  Paris  and  Rome. 

The  following  men  were  awarded  the  Navy  Cross,  December  12th,  1919,  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy:  Lt.  James  D.  Blackwood,  '03  M. ;  Lt.  Com- 
mander Robert  G.  LeConte,  '85,  '88  M. ;  Lt.  George  Ross,  '88,  '91  M. ; 
Lts.  George  Bower,  '15,  and  Henry  P.  Glendinning,  '20,  of  the  Marine 
Corps.  The  cross  was  awarded  under  an  Act  of  Congress  to  men  who 
distinguished  themselves  for  extraordinary  heroism  or  special  service 
during  the  War. 

Lt.  Col.  C.  J.  Marshall,  '94  V.,  was  decorated  with  the  Distinguished  Service 
Order  by  the  Prince  of  Wales  in  Washington,  D.  C,  on  November  13th 
in  recognition  of  his  work  in  connection  with  the  veterinary  service  in 
the  late  War.  Dr.  Marshall  was  a  Lieutenant-Colonel  in  the  Veterinary 
Corps,  U.  S.  A. 

Captain  Elmer  J.  Presper,  12  M.,  was  cited  in  January,  1918,  by  the  French 
Government  for  bravery. 

Capt.  Frederick  A.  Muhlenburg,  'r2,  Regimental  Adjutant  of  the  314th  In- 
fantry, was  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Cross. 

Lt.  Robert  P.  Clarke,  Jr.,  '15,  of  the  Air  Service,  was  awarded  the  Italian 
War  Service  Ribbon  and  Gold  Eagle  of  Royal  Italian  Flying  Corps  for 
distinguished  service  with  the  iiith  Italian  Bombing  Squadron.

Capt.  Samuel  W.  Marshall,  '15,  of  the  28th  Regiment,  ist  Division,  A.  E.  F., 
was  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre. 

Lt.  William  Cameron  Bleloch,  '15,  of  the  Ambulance  Service,  was  decorated 
with  the  Italiana  Service  Ribbon. 

Capt.  Harry  Ingersoll,  '15  L.,  has  been  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service 
Cross  posthumously.  He  was  killed  while  commanding  Co.  H,  313th 
Infantry,  September  27th,  1918. 

Capt.  Robert  Dechert,  '16,  was  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Cross  for 
distinguished  action  at  Lechernel,  France.  He  was  attached  to  the  7th 
Infantry,  3rd  Division. 

Henry  Warren  Holman,  '19,  was  decorated  with  the  Croix  de  Guerre,  after 
service  for  18  months  with  the  French  Army. 

Capt.  Charles  J.  Cole,  Jr.,  '09,  '12  L.,  '14  M.,  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  Med- 
ical Corps,  Field  Hospital  23,  has  been  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre. 
His  hospital  was  located  near  Sommepy  and  he  held  it  together  doing 
efficient  work  during  several  days  of  severe  bombardment. 

Colonel  Richard  H.  Harte,  '78  M.,  was  decorated  with  the  cross  of  the  Com- 
panion of  St.  Michael  and  St.  George,  by  the  British  Government  in  recog- 
nition of  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  him  during  the  War,  while 
in  charge  of  General  Hospital  16. 

Lt.  Col.  J.  Franklin  McFadden,  '82,  former  Captain  of  the  ist  Troop,  Phila- 
delphia City  Cavalry,  was  decorated  with  the  French  Legion  of  Honour 
and  promoted  to  Lieutenant  Colonel. 

Sergeant  Ruskin  Raymond  Rosborough,  '16,  of  Deland,  Florida,  serving  with 
Company  E,  6th  Ammunition  Train,  A.  E.  F.,  was  awarded  the  Argonne 
Medal. 

On  May  i,  1917,  Col.  James  Milliken,  '87,  who  was  then  a  civilian  and 
Superintendent  of  Motive  Power  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  was  relieved 
from  his  duties  in  that  organization  by  General  Atterbury,  who  was  then 
Vice-President  of  the  Pennsylvania,  and  asked  to  assist  Col.  Deakyne,  Com- 
manding Officer  of  the  19th  Engineers,  in  recruiting  a  regiment  of  locomotive 
repairmen  for  use  in  France. 

On  July  17,  1917,  he  was  appointed  Mechanical  Aide  to  Mr.  S.  M.  Fel- 
ton,  Director  General  Military  Railways,  and  was  located  in  Washington, 
D.  C.  At  this  time  he  was  given  charge  of  the  design,  specifications,  pur- 
chase, production,  and  shipment,  of  locomotives,  cars,  shop  and  enginehouse 
equipment,  and  mechanical  appliances. 

On  June  21,  1918,  he  was  placed  in  charge  of  all  the  engineering  and 
purchasing  work  on  railway  equipment  and  track  materials. 

On  October  18,  1918,  he  was  commissioned  directly  from  civil  life  in  the 
Corps  of  Engineers  with  the  rank  of  Colonel.  In  this  capacity  he  carried 
on  the  same  duties  and  in  addition  had  throughout  the  entire  period  of  the 
service  with  the  War  Department,  made  the  selection  of  all  of  the  officers  in 
Mechanical  regiments  or  battalions  that  were  sent  overseas. 

Up  to  the  time  of  the  signing  of  the  Armistice  he  had  purchased  and  had 
under  production  orders  covering  3750  standard  gauge  locomotives;  over 
91,000  freight  cars;  1500  narrow  gauge  locomotives;  and  8000  narrow  gauge 
cars  for  use  at  the  front;  approximately  900  locomotive,  gantry,  and  travel- 
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ing  cranes;  approximately  750,000  tons  of  rails  and  material;  the  equipment 
for  general  locomotive  and  car  repair  shops  and  enginehouses,  and  floating 
equipment  for  use  in  the  harbors  of  France. 

Col.  Milliken  remained  in  the  service  after  the  signing  of  the  Armistice 
in  order  to  arrange  for  the  cancellation  of  orders  for  vast  quantities  of  ma- 
terials which  were  under  production  and  which  were  not  required. 

He  was  honorably  discharged  from  the  service  April  29,  1919.  On  July 
14,  1919,  Bastile  Day,  he  was  made  an  Officer  in  the  Loyal  Legeon  d'Hon- 
neur,  presentation  being  made  by  Monsieur  Jusserand  at  the  French  Embassy, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Frank  Greene  Benjamin  ('17),  of  Company  C,  109th  Infantry,  has  been  cited 
for  bravery  in  the  action  of  July,  1918,  near  Chatteau-Thierry. 

Lieutenant  William  Warden  Bodine  ('14)  (LL.B.),  Battery  A,  149th  Field 
Artillery,  of  the  42nd  Rainbow  Division  of  the  American  E.  F.,  has  been 
highly  commended  by  his  Division  Commander  for  gallantry  in  action. 

Captain  Joseph  Jeanes  Brown  ('10)  (LL.B.  1913)  has  been  awarded  the  Dis- 
tinguished Service  Cross  by  General  Pershing  for  gallantry  in  action  in 
France,  and  has  been  made  Captain  of  Company  C,  7th  Infantry,  3rd 
Division,  A.  E.  F. 

Wilfred  Bernard  Fetterman,  Jr.,  ('98)  (M.D.),  of  Philadelphia,  has  had  the 
French  War  Cross  conferred  upon  him.  He  is  in  command  of  the 
Health  Service  Unit  No.  581  and  distinguished  himself  as  a  devoted 
officer  in  the  rapid  clearance  of  the  wounded  in  the  midst  of  difficult  and 
dangerous  surroundings. 

Robert  Lindsay  Goeltz  ('20),  of  Essington,  Pa.,  has  been  awarded  the  French 
War  Cross  for  bravery  in  operating  an  ambulance  that  carried  four 
wounded  soldiers  through  heavy  fire.  The  car  broke  down,  but  he  fixed 
it  under  fire  and  carried  the  men  safely  to  the  hospital.  Goeltz  was  a 
member  of  the  Freshman  Foot  Ball  Team. 

Lieutenant  Samuel  Hazlehurst  ('12),  of  Company  L,  iioth  Infantry,  has  been 
mentioned  in  despatches  for  conspicuous  gallantry  in  action  in  the  July 
offensive. 

Lieutenant  Cornelius  T.  McCarthy  ('13),  U.  S.  M.  C,  attached  to  the  British 
Army,  has  been  awarded  a  second  Military  Cross,  and  has  also  been 
slightly  gassed.  He  is  believed  to  be  the  first  American  honored  with  the 
British  Military  Cross,  which  was  given  to  him  for  caring  for  the  British 
wounded  in  the  front  lines.  He  established  first  aid  dressing  stations  and 
maintained  them  in  spite  of  heavy  shelling. 

George  E.  Robinette  ('18)  has  been  decorated  with  the  French  War  Cross 
for  bravery  under  fire  while  rescuing  wounded  soldiers  although  nearly 
overcome  by  gas.  He  is  a  driver  in  the  American  Ambulance  Corps  and 
the  brother  of  Lieutenant  E.  B.  Robinette  ('09),  of  the  Naval  Attache 
of  the  United  States  to  Norway,  Sweden  and  Denmark. 

Lieutenant  James  Brown  Schoch  ('10),  Company  L,  of  the  old  First  Regiment 
of  Philadelphia,  was  cited  for  bravery  in  July,  1918.  He  was  with  a 
scattered  unit  behind  Courtemont-Varnnes  and  was  surrounded ;  he  and 
his  men  fought  their  way  out,  however. 
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Surgeon  Penn-Gaskell  Skillern,  Jr.,  ('03)  (M.D.),  of  U.  S.  S.  Orizaba,  was 
especially  commended  in  Commander  White's  report  for  his  work  in 
caring  for  the  sufferers  from  the  explosion  of  a  depth  charge  on  the  ship 
at  sea,  August  17th,  1918. 

Lieutenant  William  Sikes  Tucker  ('16),  a  former  half-back  on  the  Eleven, 
has  been  decorated  for  bravery  in  France.  He  is  with  Headquarters 
Company,  102nd  Infantr}'. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  John  L.  Semmens,  '05  C,  of  the  78th  Batt.  C.  O.  F.,  after 
serving  as  instructor  in  1914  he  went  overseas  in  1915  as  Senior  Major 
of  his  Battalion.  When  his  Colonel  was  wounded  he  took  command  and 
led  his  men  for  five  months,  winning  the  Distinguished  Service  Order 
during  that  time.  He  never  failed  to  take  an  objective  and  held  every 
point  gained  while  no  German  ever  gained  a  single  trench  held  by  his 
men. 

Captain  Fenwick  Beekman,  '03  M.,  of  New  York  City,  who  served  with  the 
Medical  Corps  and  was  attached  to  the  nth  Engineers  and  to  Base 
Hospital  No.  2,  was  cited  for  especially  meritorious  and  conspicuous 
service. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  Benedicto  Montenegro,  of  Sao  Paulo,  Brazilian  Medical 
Mission  in  France  as  officer  of  Public  Instruction  there,  was  made  a 
Chevalier  de  la  Legion  D'Honneur. 

William  Slocum  Davenport  {'90)  (D.D.S.),  who  has  done  such  fine  work  in 
France  since  the  beginning  of  the  war  in  1914,  has  been  made  a  Knight 
of  the  Legion  of  Honor.  Readers  of  The  Register  will  remember  an  arti- 
cle about  him  last  year.  He  is  an  old  crew  man  and  has  practiced  dentis- 
try in  Paris  for  many  years. 

Georges  Gaston  Robin  ('02)  (D.D.S.)  has  served  at  the  Front  since  the  out- 
break of  the  war  in  the  French  Army  in  an  Infantry  Division,  where  he 
has  had  charge  of  the  head  surgery.  He  has  been  made  a  Knight  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor. 

Raymond  Lemiere  ('07)  (D.D.S.),  a  surgeon  in  a  French  Regiment,  was 
severely  wounded  at  the  Front  and  was  made  a  Knight  of  the  Legion 
of  Honor.  He  has  recovered  and  is  now  at  the  head  of  the  Stomatology 
service  of  a  French  Army. 

F.  Field  Rokeby  Robinson  ('84)  (D.D.S.),  in  the  English  Hospital  Service 
since  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  has  been  decorated  by  the  British  Govern- 
ment. 

Charles  Wayne  Wharton  ('15),  of  service  section  unit  635,  has  been  awarded 
the  distinguished  service  cross  for  heroism  near  Weel,  France,  October 
6,  1918.  He  went  to  a  point  within  15  meters  of  the  German  line  to  res- 
cue the  surviving  member  of  a  small  French  patrol.  He  placed  the  man 
in  his  car  and  was  proceeding  under  fire  when  it  was  disabled.  He  re- 
moved the  wounded  man  under  severe  fire,  to  a  place  of  safety.  On  the 
same  day,  in  order  to  remove  two  severely  wounded  men  to  a  hospital, 
he  went  fearlessly  through  a  barrage  and  safely  delivered  his  charges. 

Lieutenant  James  Washington  Curtis  ('12),  of  the  28th  Infantry,  was  cited 
for  bravery  and  awarded  the  French  Croix  de  Guerre.    His  service  has 
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been  varied.  After  landing  in  England  in  August,  1917,  he  attended  the 
Company  Commanders  School  of  the  British  Army  and  saw  service  after- 
wards with  the  Seaforth  Highlanders. 

Lieutenant  John  Montgomery  Forster  ('18  L.)  has  been  awarded  the  Croix 
de  Guerre  for  bravery  in  action  under  a  heavy  shell  fire,  at  which  time 
he  was  wounded.  In  spite  of  this  he  kept  telephonic  communication  open 
between  an  American  Artillery  and  a  French  Infantry  command.  He  is 
attached  to  Battery  C,  6th  Field  Artillery. 

Ambulance  Driver  Harry  Latshaw  Campbell  ('10)  was  one  of  a  unit  cited 
for  the  Croix  de  Guerre  and  commended  for  good  work  by  the  French 
General  commanding  the  Section. 

Captain  Samuel  Adams  Whitaker  ('96)  (LL.B.  1899),  of  Battery  C,  107th 
Field  Artillery,  has  been  cited  for  bravery  in  France.  He  was  formerly 
Captain  of  Company  D,  iiith  Infantry. 

Major  John  Thomas  Bowen,  '10  M.D.,  served  eight  months  with  the  French 
Army  as  Assistant  Surgeon  in  one  of  the  French  hospitals  in  Sens.  In 
1918  he  was  at  the  American  Red  Cross  Hospital  near  Monastir,  Serbia, 
for  nine  months.  He  was  decorated  with  the  French  Croix  de  Guerre, 
the  Serbian  Red  Cross  and  Serbian  San  Sava. 

Major  Spencer  Roberts,  '14,  received  a  Division  citation  May  28th,  1919. 

Clinton  Van  Pelt  Newbold,  '15,  was  awarded  the  D.  S.  C.  posthumously  for 
gallantry  in  action  at  Soissons,  July  19,  1918.  He  was  a  first  lieutenant, 
26th  Infantry,  First  Division,  serving  in  Major  (now  Lt.-Col.)  Theodore 
Roosevelt,  Jr.'s  battalion.  His  citation  follows:  "Lt.-C.  v  P.  N.,  26th 
Inf.  After  loss  of  many  men  and  in  face  of  heavy  machine-gun  fire 
near  Soissons  he  led  and  directed  his  company  to  successful  attack, 
though  mortally  wounded." 

Capt.  Thomas  M.  Armstrong,  '13,  received  the  Croix  de  Guerre  while  serv- 
ing with  the  52nd  Division,  French  Army,  Q.  G.,  October  23rd,  1918. 

Col.  Matthew  A.  DeLaney,  '98  M.,  has  been  honoured  by  the  Prince  of  Wales 
with  companionship  in  the  Order  of  St.  Michael  and  St.  George.  He 
went  overseas  in  June  1917  and  was  at  one  time  in  command  of  the 
University's  Base  Hospital.  During  his  service  in  France  he  was  men- 
tioned for  distinguished  service  in  Sir  Douglas  Haig's  special  orders  of 
the  day.  He  is  now  on  duty  in  the  office  of  the  Surgeon  General  at 
Washington.  He  was  White  House  physician  during  the  Presidency  of 
William  H.  Taft. 

Capt.  Benjamin  Frederick  Dawson,  '10,  has  been  decorated  with  the  Legion 
de  Honneur  and  the  Croix  de  Guerre.  He  was  in  the  American  Ambu- 
lance Field  Service  from  April,  1915  to  September,  1916  and  the  cam- 
paign in  Morocco  from  October,  1916  to  April,  1917;  then  in  the  Air  and 
Intelligence  Service  of  the  United  States,  A.  D.  C.  to  the  Commanding 
General  of  the  30th  Division  and  the  Commanding  General  of  the 
Second  Corps. 

Major  Barclay  H.  Warburton,  '86,  received  the  Distinguished  Service  Order 
from  the  Prince  of  Wales  on  board  the  H.  M.  S.  Renown  in  New  York 
harbor,  November  22nd,  1919.  Major  Warburton  was  Assistant  Mili- 
tary Attache  in  London  in  1917  and  was  afterwards  assigned  to  Paris. 
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Major  William  Henderson,  Jr.,  '05,  received  the  Distinguished  Service  Order 
from  the  Prince  of  Wales  on  board  the  H.  M.  S.  Renown  in  New  York 
harbor  November  22nd,  1919.  He  was  trained  at  the  First  Officers 
Training  Camp  at  Fort  Niagara  in  1917  and  commissioned  Captain  of 
Ordnance  in  August.  He  was  assigned  as  Purchasing  Officer  for  the 
Ordnance  Department  in  England,  where  he  remained  until  March, 
1919.  He  is  the  District  Stores  and  Scrap  Manager,  District  Survey 
Officer  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Sales  of  Material  of  the 
Philadelphia  Salvage  Board. 

Major  Effingham  Buckley  Morris,  Jr.,  ('15  L.)  son  of  Effingham  B.  Morris 
('75  C,  '78  L.),  a  trustee  of  the  University,  has  been  mentioned  in  de- 
spatches for  gallantry  in  action.  He  went  to  France  as  a  Captain  and 
was  later  made  a  Major  serving  with  the  313th  Infantry. 

Lieutenant  Philip  James  Davidson  ('15),  of  Company  E,  39th  Regiment,  4th 
Division,  killed  in  action  August  5,  1918  at  St.  Thibault,  France,  was 
cited  for  gallantry  July  19,  1918  and  awarded  the  Croix  de  Guerre. 

EUwood  Joseph  Rotan  ('12  L.),  having  been  rejected  for  Army  service,  vol- 
unteered for  the  Red  Cross  and  has  been  awarded  the  War  Cross  at 
Milano,  Italy,  for  gallantry  under  fire. 

Captain  James  MacFarland  ('11),  M.  C,  113th  Regiment,  29th  Division,  was 
cited  for  the  Distinguished  Service  Cross  in  October,  but  was  killed  in 
action  a  few  days  later. 

Lieutenant  Richard  J.  Walsh  ('16  D.),  of  Philadelphia,  has  received  three 
citations  for  bravery  in  action  with  the  303rd  Engineers.  He  is  recom- 
mended for  the  War  Cross  and  promotion  for  valor. 

Captain  Edward  Walter  Madeira,  ('13,  LL.B.  '15)  is  one  of  many  of  the 
name  in  the  army.  He  was  assigned  to  Headquarters  Troop  where  his 
knowledge  of  horses  and  how  to  handle  them  made  him  invaluable  to 
his  General.  He  was  with  the  79th  Division  in  France  and  was  men- 
tioned for  bravery. 

Captain  John  Wien  Forney,  ('10)  son  of  General  Forney  of  Philadelphia, 
who  served  with  the  79th  Division  in  France,  was  mentioned  for  bravery. 

Lieutenant  R.  Clifton  P.  Lisle,  ('13)  has  been  mentioned  for  bravery  in 
France. 

Lieutenant  Knox  B.  Birney,  {'13)  who  was  killed  in  action  on  October  20, 
1918,  while  leading  a  charge  at  Claries  Chenes  woods,  in  France,  has 
been  awarded  the  distinguished  Service  Cross  after  death  by  General 
Pershing. 

Captain  Samuel  W.  Marshall,  ('15)  commissioned  at  Ft.  Niagara  in  May, 
1917,  went  to  France  in  September  of  that  year  with  the  28th  Infantry. 
He  served  on  General  Buck's  staff  where  he  was  promoted  to  Captain. 
He  has  been  through  five  battles;  is  now  in  the  Army  of  Occupation 
and  has  had  two  citations  for  courage  and  bravery. 

Lieutenant  William  S.  Landis,  ('14)  of  Lansdowne,  Penna.,  has  received  the 
Distinguished  War  Cross  for  bravery. 

Richard  L.  Townsend,  Bryn  Mawr,  Penna.,  has  been  awarded  the  Distin- 
guished Service  Cross  for  driving  his  ambulance  over  a  road  raked  by 
heavy  shell  fire;  from  October  2nd  to  9th,  1918  he  drove  with  wounded 
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soldiers  from  an  advanced  station  near  the  firing  line  to  a  Base  Hospital. 
He  is  the  son  of  John  W.  Townsend,  '75. 

Corporal  John  D.  Moore,  of  Haddonfield,  N.  J.,  won  the  Distinguished  Serv- 
ice Cross  for  extraordinary  heroism  in  action  near  Sommepy,  France 
between  October  2nd  and  9th,  1918  Moore  evacuated  the  wounded  in 
an  advance  post  under  shell  and  sniper  fire  and  on  the  nights  of  October 
6th  and  7th  drove  an  ambulance  to  points  beyond  the  advanced  posts 
to  carry  in  the  wounded  under  intense  shell  and  machine  gun  fire. 

Lieutenant  Almeron  Walton  Shanklin  ('08  L.)  of  Rome,  Georgia,  was  given 
a  Distinguished  Service  Cross  while  serving  with  the  nth  Regiment,  5th 
Division.    He  was  killed  in  action  October  15,  1918. 

Lieutenant  John  F.  Weber,  M.  C,  ('13  M.)  has  been  awarded  the  Distin- 
guished Service  Cross  by  General  Pershing  for  extraordinary  heroism. 
The  official  citation  follows:  "For  extraordinary  heroism  in  action  near 
Vieville-en-Hang,  France,  September  29,  1918;  Chevieres,  France,  Octo- 
ber 15,  1918,  and  Grandpre,  France,  October  25,  1918.  On  September 
29  and  the  following  days,  Lieutenant  Weber  remained  at  his  aid  station 
under  shell  and  machine  gun  fire,  giving  medical  aid  and  directing  the 
evacuation  of  the  wounded.  On  October  15  he  established  an  unpro- 
tected aid  station,  and,  though  slightly  gassed,  he  continued  to  give  first 
aid  to  the  wounded  and  direct  their  evacuation.  On  October  25,  Lieu- 
tenant Weber  left  his  battalion  in  support  and  continued  to  the  town  of 
Grandpre,  where  he  established  an  aid  station,  keeping  on  with  his  work 
through  heavy  bombardment  of  the  town." 

Lieutenant  Russell  Calhoun  McCormick,  who  enlisted  in  Base  Hospital  No. 
10  and  was  afterwards  transferred  to  the  Air  Service,  was  twice  deco- 
rated by  the  French  Government  with  Croix  de  Guerre  with  Palm  and 
Gold  Star. 

Lieut.  Col.  Jasper  Yeates  Brinton  ('98,  '01  L.)  was  presented  with  the  Legion 
of  Honour  by  the  French  Government  on  April  25th,  1920. 

George  W.  Norris  ('99  M.D.),  Assistant  Professor  of  Medicine,  has  been 
cited  by  General  Pershing  "for  exceptionally  meritorious  and  conspicu- 
ous services  as  Senior  Consultant  in  Medicine  for  Divisions  in  the  Toul 
Sector." 
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PRISONERS 

Lt.  Arthur  Murray  Weirick,  'i6,  of  Lewistown,  Montana,  was  taken  prisoner 
October  31st,  1918  by  the  Germans,  and  was  released  on  November  20th, 
1918. 

Frederick  H.  Clark,  '14. 

Hugh  Gates  Dugan  ('19  W.),  a  member  of  the  Aviation  Corps,  Squadron  79, 
Royal  Air  Forces.    Mr.  Dugan  brought  down  two  German  planes. 

Wm.  Swanson-Read  Bloomfield  (13  T).,  a  member  of  the  Australian  Con- 
tingent, British  Army. 

Louis  Leslie  Byers,  '15,  was  captured  by  the  Germans  when  forced  to  land 
back  of  their  lines  in  his  airplane.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Lafayette 
Flying  Corps,  and  was  brought  down  July  18,  1918.  He  was  in  solitary 
confinement  by  the  Germans  for  six  weeks  and  then  sent  to  the  "Propa- 
ganda" prison  at  Rastatt.    He  was  released  December  19th,  1918. 

William  E.  Chickering  ('16),  captain  of  the  Varsity  Crew  and  bowl  man 
of  his  class,  was  captured  in  the  second  battle  of  the  Marne.  He  has 
now  of  course  been  released  from  the  German  prison  camp  where  he 
was. 

Capt.  John  Steele  Abbott,  '08  M.D.,  was  a  prisoner  of  war  from  March  21st, 
1918  to  December  1st,  1918.  He  went  to  England  in  June,  1917,  attached 
to  the  43rd  Field  Ambulance,  14th  Division,  B.  E.  F.  Was  transferred 
to  the  Yorkshire  Light  Infantry  and  i8th  Field  Ambulance  of  the  6th 
Division.    He  was  taken  prisoner  in  front  of  Baupaume. 

Lieutenant  Hilary  Baker  Rex  ('16),  of  the  8th  Aero  Squadron,  was  taken 
prisoner  about  September  12,  1918,  during  the  American  drive  in  the  St. 
Mihiel  Salient.  He  was  the  son  of  Walter  E.  Rex,  '75,  and  descendant 
of  Hilary  Baker,  Mayor  of  Philadelphia. 

Captain  J.  Elmer  Presper,  '12  M.,  was  a  wounded  prisoner  in  Camp  Cassel, 
Hessen,  Germany.
